15,000 protest signing 'death warrant91 for unborn babies

The church bells seemed to be chiming 


a death knell, a mournful, ominous, 
warning sound signifying the world 
might soon come to an abrupt end. 


The bells clanged as clergymen of sev- 


eral faiths propheslicd a doomed society 
of heathens bent on the destruction of all 
that Is sacred to civilized man. 


They were preaching from a makeshift 


pulpit to more than 15,000 persons who 
took up most of the standing room that 
comprises the mall of the Civic Center 
Plaza In Chicago. 


And while the ringing of the church 


bells somewhere In the distance coin- 
cided with the chastizing of the U.S. Su- 


preme Court's recent pro-abortion stand 
It provided a dramatic backdrop to Sat- 
urday's pro-life rally. 


IT WAS ESTIMATED that up to 2,000 


persons from the Northwest suburbs rode 
rented buses or Joined car pools to attend 
the march and ceremony sponsored by 
several right to life committees whose 
concerted efforts brought an assemblage 
of religious and medical leaders and con- 
cerned citizens. 


The mass protest was the first of Its 


kind In the nation since the Supreme 
Court's Jan. 22 ruling that struck down 
state laws, Including the one In effect In 
Illinois, that prohibit abortions during 
the first three months of pregnancy. Oth- 


er rallies are scheduled later In Washing- 
ton D.C., St. Louis and Philadelphia. 


It was an emotion-laden activity Satur- 


day that brought persons from surround- 
ing states to make themselves heard and 
seen. Particularly stirring were the 
many banners proclaiming that "abor- 
tion Is morally wrong" and constitutes 
"murder." 


"Woman Has a Right To Her Body Un- 


less There Is Someone Living In It," as- 
serted one sign. 


"COULD YOU LIVE With Murder On 


Your Conscience?" asked a placard 
the same time. 


"The Unborn. Must They Die?" que- 


ried a third banner. 


"Richard Speck Uves Why Can't We?" 


pleaded another message with a picture 
of several babies on It 


The speakers were equally moving in 


their arguments that abortion Is nothing 
more than "the slaughter of Innocent 
babies and a hideous crime, whether or 
not abortion Is legal or Illegal." 


"ALL HUMAN LIFE Is given by God 


and Is, therefore, sacred and cannot be 
taken with unpugnity," said one clergy- 
man. "The Roman Catholic Church is not 
the only group in the country opposed to 
abortion. Jews and Christians are too," 
he said. 


"Just because of this ruling five mil- 


lion unborn babies, five million fellow 


Americans, will be killed In the first year 
of the Supreme Court ruling," warned 
another cleric while holding up a life-size 
model of a 3-month-oId fetus. 


"Doctors throughout the country are 


now waiting to turn on their suction ma- 
chines to kill babies for the bargain rate 
of $125," he continued. "That's $625 mil- 
lion In gross receipts. We cannot say, 
'Father, forgive them for they know not 
what they do,' because these medical 
prostitutes know what they are doing." 


"After. 200 years we have become a 


Pagan country," said a doctor speaking 
out against abortion. "To every woman 
involved in a pregnancy we ask her to 


choose life. Adoption Is better than dis- 
memberment. There are better alterna- 
tives to abortion." 


"SIX MONTHS AGO the Supreme 


Court killed the death penalty," said an- 
other speaker. "Now they have signed a 
death warrant for millions of babies." He 
then listed the names of each of the sev- 
en justices who voted hi the majority 
(two justices voted against) and each 
name was booed. One woman hi the au- 
dience, when she heard the name of Jus- 
tice William Brennan, exclaimed, "Let's 
excommunicate him!"

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Parks approve 
$600,000 bond 
sale to banks 


fho Wheeling Park District will soon 


Itavc 1600,000 In the bank to begin work 
on Improvements promised in last De- 
cember's park Improvements referen- 
dum. 


The park board Thursday night author- 


ized the sale of $600,000 In bonds to The 
Northern Trust Co. of Chicago and Its co- 
bidder, The Wheeling Trust and Savings 
Bank. The lowest of four bidders In the 
bond sale, these two firms offered the 
park district a 5.1B234 per cent Interest 
over the 20-year bond period. 


This means that over the entire 20 


years of the bond issue, the total Interest 
charged 
the park district 
will be 


$408.109 38. 


Although the park referendum author- 


ized the park district to sell $700,000 
worth of bonds, the district's present as- 
sessed valuation only allows the sale up 
to $600,000. Park Atty. Roger Bjorvlk 
said the park district could sell the re- 
maining $100,000 of bonds when the new 
assessed valuation becomes official later 
this year. 


lUOnviK SAID ho thought the park 


district did well with the bid It accepted. 


"I was hoping we would be slightly un- 
der five (per cent) and here we are 
slightly over," he said. "We could have 
been as high as seven." 


According to Bjorvlk, the park dis- 


trict's chances for getting lower Interest 
rates decreased when the district's 
Moody credit rating did not improve. Ho 
explained that the district's rating re- 
mained the same because the community 
Is mainly residential Instead of Industri- 
al. 


Bjorvlk said It will take about one 


month to complete the legal technical- 
ities of the bond sale. He said the park 
district should have-the money In the 
bank by the end of March. 


The park district will begin working on 


plans for the promised park Improve- 
ments Feb. 12, when the board will meet 
to establish priorities. The board is pre- 
sently waiting for a progress report from 
Dr. David Grccnbcrg, the specialist re- 
tained to prepare applications for federal 
grants. 


Board members said they would begin 


working on the park sites as soon as the 
bond money was available, without wait- 
Ing for the federal funding.

School salary talks slated 
Pioneer S&L moving to Wheeling 


This will bo a week of meetings In 


School Dlst. 21 as contract negotiations 
resume today. The school board will also 
meet tonight and Thursday night. 


AM p m. today the Wheeling Faculty 


Council negotiating team will meet with 
the board team for the second time. This 
will be the first time the two teams will 
discuss specific areas of the new con- 
tract. 


The teams met two weeks ago to de- 


cide ground rules for tho talks. At that 
time they decided the talks would be 
closed, and the only Information given to 
the public would be through joint press 
releases. 


It Is not known what the council Is ask- 


ing from the board this year In terms of 
a pay raise, nor Is it known what fringe 
benefits it Is seeking. A spokesman for 
the council refused to give any Informa- 
tion about the talks because of the 
ground rules. 


A board spokesman also refused to 


comment any further than to say the 
talks would be closed and press releases 
will be Issued. The releases will bo writ- 
ten by the chairmen of the two teams. 


BOTH SPOKESMEN have said they 


hope for an early settlement. Last year 
the two teams met Intermittently for 
more than seven months. 


The school board will meet In a special 


meeting at 8 p m. today to evaluate the 
work of Supt. Kenneth GUI. The board Is 
meeting because of a suggestion made 
by board member L. James Wyllc ear- 
lier this school year. 


At that time board members agreed 


with Wyllc that the evaluation meeting 
would benefit both them and GUI. They 
said the meeting would give them a 
complete awareness of what happens to 
the district from the superintendent's of- 
fice. 


Pioneer Savings and Loan Association, 


presently located at 4048 W. 26th St., Chi- 
cago, has received permission from the 
state to move to Wheeling. 


The state approved the firm's charter 


last month, allowing the savings and loan 
association two years to move their en- 
tire operation to the village. Ervln L. 
Wlcmann, secretary of Pioneer Savings 
and Loan, said the downtown location 
would gradually become a branch facil- 
ity that would be phased out within the 
two-year limit. 


Wlcmann said the association has pur- 


chased property for Us now building on 
the southeast corner of Dundee and 
George roads. The site is now occupied 
by a vacant gas station, one of many the 
village has been trying to get rid of. 


WIEMANN SAID the savings and loan 


firm will begin construction on its new 
facility as soon as the weather warms. 


He said his firm has not yet begun for- 
mal zoning or planning procedures with 
village authorities, but expects to meet 
with them shortly. 


If all goes according to plan, Wlcmann 


said, business at the new facility would 
begin in the fall. "We don't figure we 
would occupy It until early fall or late 
summer," he said. 


Architects arc currently working on 


the design and specifications of the build- 
ing. Wlcmann said It was possible that 
tho building would Include a community 
room that could be used for meetings of 
local civic groups. He said this was one 
of the ways the savings and loan could 
become a "community-oriented faclUty." 


A savings and loan association differs 


from a bank in that It Is designed to 
serve the consumer public Instead of 
community business Interests, Wicmann 
said. While some banks do make loans to 


homeowners, the savings and loan asso- 
ciations specialize In sujh loans for home 
Improvements, cars and college educa- 
tion. 


WIEMANN SAID plans for the move 


were begun about two years ago. "We 
would like to move because of the poten- 
tial In Wheeling. There isn't a savings 
and loan In the area, at least not for four 
or five miles. There's definitely a need 
(or one." 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said that 


although he had not known of the savings 
and loan association's proposed move or 
location, he was glad to learn the village 
would have one less vacant gas station. 
"I'd like to sec less vacant gas stations, 
there's no question about that," he said. 


Passolt said he thought this project 


was a good Indication that other vacant 
gas stations In the village could be rede- 
veloped for other uses. 


Cat, dog licensing on village agenda 


The Wheeling Village Board Is ex- 


pected to amend two vUlagc ordinances 
today at its meeting at 8 p.m. in the vil- 
lage hall. One ordinance pertains to bi- 
cycle registration and the other, cat and 
dog licensing. 


The change In the bicycle ordinance 


would make it possible for bike owners 
to register their cycles only once, instead 
of once a year. This simplified procedure 
would decrease paperwork now required 
for the present bicycle registration pro- 
gram

Also Injured were the driver of tho oth-

Ct., Wheeling, and Donald Homer, 29 
Sixth St., Wheeling. They were treated nt 
Northwest Community Hospital and re- 
leased. Other passengers In tho two cars 
escaped Injury. 


BOYS IN BOTH cars were on their 


way to Elk Grove Bowl In Elk Grove VII- 
lage as part of their high school's physi- 
cal education clou at tho time of the 
accident. Police sold tho collision oc- 
curred when ono car changed lanes and 
struck the other. The car driven by Se- 
rowka then slammed Into a utility pole. 


Three of tho other boys In the class

The slating of nine Republican candi- 


dates for nine Wheeling Township posts 
Tuesday looks like a routine procedure, 
according to Wheeling Township Com- 
mlttccman Richard Cowcn. 


"To my knowledge, there will be no 


nominations from the floor," said Cow- 
en. If he Is right, the slate drawn up by 
the 30-mcmbcr candidate selection com- 
mittee will become the Wheeling Town- 
ship Republican Party candidates. 


And the Republican slate will most 


likely be elected April 3 since the Wheel- 
ing Democrats have decided not to put 
anyone up In the election, and no inde- 
pendents have filed. 


All registered voters who voted Re- 


publican in a primary election and have 
not voted Democratic thereafter arc 
automatically members of the township 
Republican organization and ore Invited 
to Tuesday's meeting, which will be held 
at Miner Junior High School. 1101 E. 
Miner, at 8 p.m. 


FILING FOR independent candidates 


for Wheeling Township offices ended last 
Monday and no Independents filed. Ac- 
cording to the statutes, the Republican 
and Democratic parties can cither have 
a primary or caucus to come up with a 
party slate. The Republicans opted for a 
caucus and the Democrats dropped out 
of the race. 


"I think the Democrats decided not to 


put anyone up In the election because 
there's very little likelihood that they'd 
win." said Cowen. "I'd like to think that 
they're also not running because the 
township officials have done such a good 
job that there arc no Issues that could be 
used against them." 


James McCabc, township Democratic 


commltteeman. however, said the major 
reason that a Democratic slate will nol 
be offered Is that (he township posts are 
a duplicate of jobs done at the county 
level. 


"In December, the Democratic organi- 


zation restated Its resolution in favor of 
almlishlng township government," said 
McCabc. "All they do Is duplicate other 
Jobs and cause a greater tax burden to 
the people." 


TUB REI'U 1ILICAN committee's se- 


lection committee has slated incumbent 
Elhcl Kolcnis for supervisor; Incumbent 
Mnrshnll Thcroux for assessor; 
In- 


cumbent Dorothy Hauff for clerk; Art 01- 
sen for highway commissioner and Hoi- 
mutli Meyer for tax collector. The slate 
for the four-man board of auditors In- 
cludes Incumbent Merle Willis and Jack 
Gilllgan. Ray DcMacrtclacro and BUI 
Reid, who are seeking election for the 
first time. 


According to Cowcn. 5,500 people in 


Wheeling Township voted Republican in 
the 1972 primary ami arc therefore eli- 
gible to vote In Tuesday's meeting. In 
1969 the turnout was close to 600 people

The Palatine couple be- 
came the first family on the block — and 
possibly the first in the Northwest sub- 
urlis — to go out and get themselves a 
balloon. 


Not the birthday party variety, mind 


you. but a full-Hedged Ihrcc sealer 
(slander, actually) that whisks them 
alwve the trcctops, away from the noise 
and congestion below, In whichever di- 
rection the wind happens to take them. 


The Shows just happen to like that 


"up, up and away" feeling. Ballooning, 
to them. Is "an aesthetically appealing 
way of flying ... It's 
almost 
like 


they're rolling the world around beneath 
you." 


Wayne (you can call him Capt. Flagg) 


hasn't quite gotten over his first balloon- 
Ing experience last summer. "Higher 
than a kite," he describes himself. "I 
didn't actually come down, mentally, un- 
til about a week later." 


HUT BY the time his feet had reached 


the ground, he and his wife had decided 
to Invest In a balloon of their own. 


The cost: $11,000. "We got all the op- 


tions." Shaw said ". .. brie brae. Interi- 
or lighting, leathering equipment . . . " 
You can pick up a balloon for as little as 
SG.OOO. 


Ballooning is a profit-making venture 


for the Shaws, at least until they've paid 
off their hefty Investment by teaching 
ballooning skills or anchoring the Zeppe- 
lin In a parking lot with an advertise- 
ment on Its side. 


But they got into it more as a hobby, a 


sixirt, "an acceptable way of being a 
little kid again." 


Most aeronauts, or balloonisls, take a 


similar sporting view. The races aren't 


reason — as well as to other people's 
property. As added Insurance, they keep 
a 250-foot rope in the gondola in case 
they stray off course and need to be 
pulled to a suitable landing spot. And If 
all else fails, there's always the tradi- 
tional bottle of champagne to offer the 
chagrined farmer whose crops were 
smashed. 


It's unlikely that the Shaws will ever 


land on your front lawn. They plan to do 
their ballooning around Long Grove and 
points west, or perhaps south of Chicago. 
•The Idea, of course, Is to stay away from 
heavily populated areas and, not in- 
cidentally, to stay out of the O'Harc jet 
paths. 


HOT-AIR balloons such as the Shaws 


don't figure to get too close to airplanes. 
The balloons generally drift at nn alti- 
tude of 500 feet, at whatever speed the 
wind happens to be blowing. Dalloonists 
don't go up unless the wind is less than 
12 tnph. 


When they do venture above the tree- 


tops, it's no simple matter. Flames and 
hot air — about 250 degrees — arc blown 
in the balloon by devices similar to Bun- 
sen burners. The balloon Itself measures 
70 feet, tall, and 50 feet across. 


When It comes time to land, usually 


alter two to three hours, some of the hot 
air is gradually let out of the balloon. 
The landing is "pretty hard," Shaw says, 


"but nol really any harder than a para- 
chutist would land." 


He's had his share of ups and downs. 


Shaw was a marine helicopter pilot for 
four years, including a stint in Vietnam. 


LATER, as an architect, "I missed fly- 


Ing." A late night talk show interview 
with one of the country's foremost bal- 
loonists convinced the Shaws to take up 
the sport. 


Next year, after "Capt. Flagg" obtains 


his Federal Aviation Administration li- 
cense, the Shaws plan to enter national 
and world ballooning championships. 


What's next? "Well," mused Carole 


Shaw, "I've always wanted to take up 
parachuting." 


known for their competition as much as 
for their fun, and the purses arc little 
more than token. 


EVEN THE concept of a race is con- 


trary to the usual image of ballooning as 
a leisurely-paced sport, an 80-dny jour- 
ney around the world. Ballooning Is not 
so much a means of transportation as a 
way "to get away from it all." 


"The initial reaction of a lot of people 


Is, "You're crazy," says Shaw. "Like 
'you're sitting up there, a couple thou- 
sand feet, In a dinky little gondola.' " 


But the gondola, or basket, and the 


cross-stitched nylon balloon are really 
"quite strong," and balloohists have a 
good safety record. There have been a 
couple of fatalities and many more in- 
stances of landing in trcctops, but a the 
Shaws put It: "You're as safe as you 
make it." 


To be sure, they do carry insurance for 


damage to the balloon — which they 
have dubbed "Eagc II" for no apparent

State officials debate Equal Rights 


"Sex" became n dictionary exercise 


Friday as equal rights for women was 
halfheartedly debated during a meeting 
of the Regular Republican Organization 
of Schaumburg Township. 


State Representatives Robert S. Juck- 


ctt Il-llth and Henry Hyde, R-lCth. spoke 
In opposition of the proposed equal rights 
amendment to the constitution, now be- 
fore the Illinois General Assembly for 
ratification. 


Proponents of the equal rights amend- 


ment were State Representatives Giddy 
Dyer R-tlst of ilinsdalc and Bradley 
Glass. R-lst Northficld. 


Juckctt and Hyde'called the amend- 


ment Itself confusing Hyde said use of 
the word "sex" In the amendment makes 
it mean many things. 


"Depending on who you ask, sex Is a 


lot of things." Hyde said. "In the dic- 
tionary, it's described as sexual grat- 
ification, the distinction or division of or- 
ganisms distinguished as male or female 
or anything connected with the urge for 
reproduction. 


"NOW I AM NOT ABOUT ,TO support 


something that is that vague," Hyde 
said. 


The amendment as proposed reads 


"Equality of rights under the law shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United 
Slates or by any state on account of 
sex." 


Rep. Dyer, called the amendment 


simple and the only means by which 
equality for all could be a reality. 


She urged those present not to confuse 


the amendment calling for women's 


rights, with woman's lib movements. 
"The amcndmcnct will liberate but it 
will liberate both men and women," said 
Rep. Dyer. 


IN THE legal sense women arc non- 


persons when they marry and two be- 
come one, the one they become Is him," 
said Rep. Dyer. 


She said the amendment will not affect' 


private lives and social customs as Hyde 
and Juckctt said it might. 


Rep. Dyer said It would not take wom- 


en out of the home but would give dignity 
to (lie Important roles of mother and 
housewife. 


She countered Hyde's statement that 


women would be drafted and brutalized 
by a military training and combat by 
pointing out that congress now has the 
power to draft women if it wishes to do 
so. 


"VET THEY NEVER have and with 


the abolishment of the draft and estab- 
lishing of a volunteer army this Is not a 
fear now," said Dyer. 


"What about the protection women 


now have from heavy work, dangerous 
and unpleasant jobs?" asked Hyde. 


"Rubbish." said Dyer, "The protective 


legislation just keeps women working In 
the sweat shop assembly line Instead of 
allowing her to become a foreman or go- 
ing upward to the administrative and ex- 
ecutive positions." 


"Men don't object to women staying 


home and lifting a 50-pound child, loads 
of wash or the garbage cans or working 
all night staying up with a sick child," 
she pointed out 


JUCKETT INSISTED he was not 


against equal rights for women just how 
they arc going about it. Take It a law at 
a time he urged, as ho insisted there 
were not that many laws In the statute 
that discriminated by sex. 


For emphasis, he asked a young lady 


In the audience, one of his aides, to bring 
up a set of Illinois state statute books. 


As she set the carton of volumes on the 


table Juckctt challenged Dyer to state 
how many of the statutes directly dis- 
criminated against her. 


"120," said Dyer, "and if you will give 


me .some time I'll elaborate." 


Those In the audience gave equal ap- 


plause to arguments for equal rights for 
women and discrimination between the 
sexes. • 


AFTER THE DEBATE Juckctt and 


Hyde pledged to give legal aid to any 
woman who feels she has been dis- 
criminated against. 
• 


"Sec, I'm not really against equality 


just the way It's being proposed," said 
Juckctt. 


Comments from the audience included 


a concern that any amendment could di- 
lute the power of the constitution. 


Mrs. Kathleen Wojclck insisted she 


liked being a MRS. and particularly en- 
joyed her role as a mother. "Besides I 
also enjoy fighting for everything I 
have," said Mrs. Wojclck who is 
Schaumburg Township clerk. 


M i s s Dianne Marks, Schaumburg 


School Dlst. 54 board president said, "I 
don't care to be discriminated against, 
even beneficially." 


Residents of the Ivy Hill subdivision in 


Arlington Heights likely will be faced 
with a multi-family development near 
their home, regardless of the decision of 
village officials on annexing the proper- 
ty, according to the attorney for one 
prospective developer. 


Joseph Ashc, attorney for the Mclstor- 


Nclbcrg Development Corp., says if the 
50-ncre site cast of Ivy Hill is not devel- 
oped in Arlington Heights, it probably 
will be developed in Wheeling or be re- 
zoned In unincorporated Cook County. 


Not only would the property be devel- 


oped outside Arlington Heights, but it 
would almost certainly carry a higher 
density project than now proposed, Asltc 
said. ' 


RESIDENTS OK Ivy Hill have ob- 


jected to plans for townhousc and con- 
dominium apartment units on the proper- 
ty which they say would be incompatible 
with their single-family neighborhood. 


Ashc, however, says the cost of the 


property and the cost of Improving it arc 
too high for single-family building. "The 
property will never be developed all 
single family. It's just too uneconomic- 
al," he said. 


In order for the property to become 


contiguous to the Village of Wheeling, 
and thereby eligible for annexation, the 
Commonwealth Edison Co. would have to 
allow annexation of its right-of-way. 


As it sits now, that unincorporated 


right-of-way Is a barrier to Wheeling's 
annexation of the 50-acrc parcel. 


IVY HILL homeowners' spokesman 


Robert Rcnner and Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson both say they think Wheeling's 
annexation of the right-of-way is a re- 
mote possibility. 


However, Ashe says It probably could 


be accomplished very easily. "All we'd 
have to do is say we're going to build an 
all-electric development," he said. 


Meister-Ncibcrg is proposing a devel- 


opment plan with a density of seven 
units per acre. But if they abandon their 
plans or arc turned down by the Village 
of Arlington Heights, some other devel- 
oper will build in Wheeling or unincorpo- 
rated Cook County probably at a density 
of 17 units per acre, Ashc says. 


"I already know of other clients that 


would be interested in the property," he 
said. 


"If Arlington Heights can get a quality 


development at seven units per acre in- 
stead of 17, they'd be foolish, I think, to 
turn their backs on the project." 


•RENNER DISPUTES the contention 


that the price of the land and improve- 
ments will not permit single-family de- 
velopment. 


"The price of land is whatever it will 


bring on the open market and this is 
largely a factor of how it's zoned," he 
said. 


Rcnner also says the density of tlw 


Mclstcr-Nciberg proposal comes closer to 
10 units per acre rather than seven, 
when 17 acres of unbuildable flood-plain 
land is subtracted from the SO-acrc par- 


eel. 


As for development in unincorporated 


Cook County, Rcnner points out that such 
a project would have to rely on its own 
water and sewer systems — a consid- 
erable expense to the builder. 


But Ashc says he believes it is only a 


matter of time before cities and villages 
will be required by law to extend water 
and scwcr systems to unincorporated de- 
velopments in order to qualify for federal 
and state funds. 


The ultimate fate of Mcistcr-Neibcrg's 


building plan rests first with the Arling- 
ton Heights Plan Commission and ulti- 
mately with the village board. It would 
appear, however, that the final devel- 
opment of the property could extend 
much farther.

Walker investigating suburb flooding woes 


Gov. Daniel Walker has assured Sen. 


John A. Graham, R-Barrlngton. that he 
Is Investigating flooding problems which 
seriously affect the Northwest suburbs. 


Graham recently urged the governor lo 


Immediately Implement the Flood Plains 
Act of 1971, which Graham sponsored in 
the Illinois General Assembly. It would 
require state permits for any construc- 
tion on designated flood plains. 


Though the bill was passed two years 


ago. It has never been funded and the 
stale has designated no flood plains be- 
cause of lack of money for surveying. 


In a letter to Graham, the governor 


said: "I share your concern about the 
flood problem. I need to do my home- 
work and have already asked for a re- 
port on implementation of the Flood 
Plains Act. I'll keep you advised as we 
mo\c ahead toward meeting your sug- 
gestions." 


Graham's reaction: "Well, at least he 


answered the letter." 


Graham estimated that a minimum of 


$135,000 is required immediately to hire 
professional personnel to begin a study of 
flood plains. 


In his 1973 budget request, John C. 


Guillou, chief waterways engineer for the 
Division of Water Resource Manage- 
ment, asked {90,000 for implementation 
of the program. He also Included higher 
and lower estimates for emergency or 
minimal Implementation, however, and 
indicated that the emergency figure was 
close to Graham's estimate.

jor Issue in the 93rd Congress, according 
to Crane. 


Congressional spending, he says, Is one 


of the major causes of Inflation. "There 
docs not appear to be a solution to the 
inflation problem until Congress decides 
to live within its means — which means 
spending no more than it receives." 


The congressman pointed out that 75 


per cent of respondents to his 1972 ques- 
tionnaire favored tax reductions, even if 
they meant reduced government ser- 
vices. "That indicates that the taxpayer 
does not think he Is getting his money's 
worth .. . and I agree wholeheartedly," 
he said. 


• Crane received a personal note from 


President Nixon following the announce- 
ment of the Vietnam cease-fire, thanking 
him for "the support you have given 
during these difficult years to the pol- 
icies that made that achievement pos- 
sible." 


"I know the sort of attacks to which 


you have been subjected," said the Pres- 


ident, "as a result of following your con- 
science. But I also am confident that his- 
tory will prove you to have been right, 
and that in the years to come you can 
look back with pride on a stern test nobly 
met."

Glass, new vice chairman of the Senate 


Industry and Labor Committee, said all 
public employes who desire should be en- 
titled to collective bargaining, but none 
should be required to participate in it. 
He added, "It is my feeling lhat strikes 
by public employes, particularly those In 
public safety, are intolerable." 


A similar bill, which would have grant- 


ed a limited right to strike to public em- 
ployes other than those engaged in public 
safety, was defeated in the last session ot 
the legislature. 


Glass* proposal calls for a three-mem- 


ber board, \vith the chairman receiving a 
salary of $35,000 and the other two mem- 
bers, $30,000. They would be barred from 
any other business or political office. The 
legislation also would provide for binding 
third-party arbitration on all issues other 
than those requiring legislative action.

CAN YOU remember any of the three 


candidates for whom you voted for 
Trustee of the University of Illinois? 


We would be willing to bet you can't, 


and so would Rep. Daniel M. Pierce, 
D-Highland Park. 


Accordingly, Pierce has drafted legis- 


lation which would make the nine-mem- 
ber board an appointive, rather than an 
elective body. 


Pierce points out that the U. of I. 


trustees are the only ones still elected to 
office in the state system of universities. 
He also points out that the lack of public 
knowledge of their important function 
makes it next to impossible for them to 
wage issue-oriented campaigns. 


"It makes more sense to let the gover- 


nor appoint trustees whose qualifications 
he has studied, hopefully with input from 
the university community," Pierce said. 


A measure of the lack of public knowl- 


edge about U. of I trustee candidates is 
that the votes they receive are a stan- 
dard gauge for figuring the number of 
Republican and Democratic voters. With 
no knowledge of who the candidates arc, 
most voters simply vote the party line on 
that portion of the ballot.

Comptroller 
shift needed 


The tug-of-war between the Cook 


County Board and the Cook County 
Clerk over which should control 
and supervise the activities of the 
county comptroller soon is ex- 
pected to be settled. 


When the Illinois Supreme Court, 


ultimately, 
rules on the 
con- 


troversy, we hope it will find itself 
able to "pull" in the direction of 
the county board — and, simulta- 
neously, in the best interests of the 
residents of Cook County. 


The in-house fight at the county 


building began when the county 
board, at the suggestion of Doard 
I'rcs. George W. Dunne, adopted 
iin ordinance last October, stripp- 
ing the comptroller's office away 
from County Clerk Edward .1. Bar- 
rett. Instead, the ordinance placed 
control of the office in the hands of 
the county board. 


The action was hastened, if not 


cau.sfd. by the double .scandal in 
the office surrounding C. U. Hod- 
umati. Barrett's appointee as depu- 
ty comptroller. 


Dunne, obviously disturbed with 


the scandal, said he initiated tin.1 


"•nv" H'CWNi1. "It Is I'lcniii'i'ivablc 
the county clerk should control the 
comptroller's office but Is not re- 
sponsible to other county offices." 


We agree. The county comptrol- 


ler pays all bills incurred by the 
county government — all county 
bills, not just those incurred by the 
county 
clerk. 
Additionally, 
the 


comptroller pays all county em- 
ployes. 


Yet. because the county clerk is 


an elected official, the comptroller, 
under the clerk's control, does not 
have to answer for his activities to 
any other county department. 


Likewise, the county board under 


the present arrangement has the 
responsibility 
of 
approving 
all 


county expenditures but has no 
control over the office that signs 
the checks. 


A change in the control of the of- 


fice to the county board just makes 
good, plain sense. 


Beyond that, however, is the 


larger matter of home rule which 
was given to Cook County with the 
new state constitution. We long 
have supported the right of local 
government to have the greater 
ability to govern itself and feel this 
is a good example of how that abili- 
ty can be used responsibly. 


Moreover, Article Seven of the 


new constitution appears to ad- 
dress itself well to the current con- 
troversy. 


Section 4C of that article states, 


Vanishing Americans 


At the present rate of births, the 


nation will achieve ZPG — zero 
population growth — in about the 
year 2010. with a stabilized popu- 
lation of some 320 million Ameri- 
cans. 


It could come sooner, for ac- 


cording to the latest federal statis- 
tics, the rate has dropped to 2.08 
children per family (replacement 
level is 2.1) and there arc in- 
dications it may drop further. 


You belong to me! 


in part, "Offices other than sheriff, 
county clerk, treasurer, coroner, 
recorder, assessor and auditor 
may be eliminated and the terms 
of office and manner of selection 
changed by county ordinance." 
One of the "other" offices, we feel, 
is the county comptroller's ofifcc. 


Section 4D of the article states, 


"County officers shall have those 
duties, powers and functions pro- 
vided by law and those provided by 
county ordinance. County officers 
shall have the duties, powers or 
functions derived from common 
law or historical precedent unless 
altered by law or county ordi- 
nance." 


Perhaps the most important con- 


stitutional provision, with regard 
to this issue, however, is that found 
in Section OF. which states. "A 
home rule county shall have the 
power to provide for its officers, 
their manner of selection and 
terms of office in the manner set 
forth in Section 4 of this article." 


The 
only 
argument 
we have 


heard in defense of 
maintaining 


county clerk jurisdiction over the 
comptroller's office is that a state 
law. passed in the 19th century, cs 
tablished the comptroller's office 
as part of the jurisdiction of the 
clerk. 


Those in the county clerk's cor- 


ner in the debate argue the exist- 
ing state law must take precedence 
over a county ordinance. We feel 
that contention is inappropriate. 
Rather, we sec it as a conflict be- 
tween an old state law and a new 
constitution. The new constitution 
must, then, take precedence. 


Recently, we were pleased to 


learn the League of Women Voters 
has seen fit to enter the appeal to 
the high court as a "friend of the 
court." in behalf of the county 
board. 


The League, long a proponent of 


home rule powers, views the suit 
as a crucial factor in determining 
the 
voice 
home 
rule 
munici- 


palities and counties will have in 
governing themselves. 


The attempt by the county board 


to alter the control of the impor- 
tant comptroller's office appears to 
be a proper, responsible exercise 
of that home rule authority and an 
attempt to bring about a higher de- 
gree of integrity to county govern- 
ment. 


Both those efforts are in the best 


interests of the people of Cook 
County, and we are hopeful the Su- 
preme Court will rule in their fa- 
vor.

Did war teach press a lesson? 


As certain as flooding and taxes, you 


can count on America's newspapers us- 
ing big black headlines when a war ends. 


Today, you can also count on American 


newspapers to offer reviews of the Viet- 
nam war, which Is what (lie Washington 
Post did on Jan. 2(1 with a special 12- 
page section called "America In An- 
guish, 19SS-1973." 


The section's complete with lengthy, 


readable analyses of aspects of the war: 
its history, Its chronology, the problems 
facing soldiers In Vietnam and upon re- 
turning home. It is complete with the 
photographic history of the war — the 


pictures which stopped us dead when 
we were living through the war. 


There's an ironic twist in the Post's 


slavish attention to the war, in that it 
was one of the slowest liberal news- 
papers to speak out boldly in opposition 
to the -war. But its news coverage, at 
least in this special section, cannot be 
faulted. 


The problem was that too' many news- 


papers, and especially their editorial 
papes, were not there in the balmy days 
of tlic early 1960s, at the height of the 
New Frontier. And those who covered 
the broad spectrum of the war — its his- 


tory, as well as its body counts — were 
largely ignored. 


A noted historian named Bernard Fall 


wrote the best early histories of the war, 
then died in 1965 when he ran into an 
ambush. David Halbcrstam of the New 
York Times and lUchard Dudman of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch offered clear, 
early coverage of the facts and the folly 
of the war. 


But, as any reporter who covered.the 


early stages of the war can tell you, offi- 
cial Washington discouraged courageous, 
objective coverage. And I'm certain a 
study of pre-1965 editorials on the war 


would show widespread support for the 
policies of Presidents Kennedy and John- 
son. 


It took, In part, the photographers who 


went into the jungles with their Lcicas 
and Nikons to record the black and white 
facts of the Vietnam War. They deserve 
credit for bringing it all back home. 


Somehow, though, despite the efforts of 


newsmen and photographers to record, 
report and analyze it, it took eight

DETROIT (UPI)-Elcctronics appears 


to be the key word in the automobile In- 
dustry these days. 


Electronic systems and computers 


may in the future control all the (unc- 
tions under the hood, behind the wheel 
and on the car's outside. Computers may 
control or operate speed and brake con- 
trols, temperature controls, security 
alarms, turn signals, timers, clocks, in- 
dicators, lights, switches and skid control 
devices. 


But an onboard computer in still years 


away. It's feasible, but the tulc of put- 
ting the device In Vf million cars each 
year is more difficult than it was for 10 
Apollo spacecraft 


"Electronics" was a topic of consid- 


erable discussion at the recent inter- 
national meeting of the Society of Au- 
tomotive Engineers. 
Most 
engineers 


agreed the electronic devices already in- 
stalled on U.S. automobiles perform ad- 
mirably, but the onboard computer is 
years away. 


"Electronics are proving they can per- 


form better, economically and with high 
reliability and longer life than the de- 
vices they have replaced In the automo- 
bile," reported three Chrysler Corp. en- 
gineers. 


THE AUTO INDUSTRY Is turning to 


electronic voltage regulators and elec- 
tronic Ignition systems on Its cars to 
meet new safety and emissions require- 
ments. And, say the engineers, "Custom- 
er satisfaction has Improved as a result 
of greatly Increased reliability and long 
life." 


The electronic Ignition probably has re- 


ceived more attention than any other 
electronic device in the last few years. It 


eliminates the often-replaced points and 
condenser of the previous ignition system 
and provides a relatively maintenance- 
free, high-quality ignition. 


Electronic Ignition was Introduced as 


on option by Chrysler on late 1971 models 
and Is now standard equipment on all 
1973 Chrysler cars. For the advanced do- 
it-yourself motorist, an electronic Igni- 
tion kit from England may be available 
In this country next year at a cost of 
about WO. 


"There is a large population of second- 


owner cars where a man is prepared to 
spend a little extra time to bring the car 
Into first class shape," said Ewcn 
McEwcn, vice chairman for engineering 
of Joseph Lucas Ltd. 


THE INCREASED reliance on elec- 


tronic'systems and the demands of main- 
taining engine emissions below federally 
mandated levels has resulted In the de- 
velopment of new electronic diagnostic 
machines at service stations and car 
dealerships. 


To meet the needs of total Inspection of 


all cars, researchers recommend the op- 
erations be high speed and automatic. 


Critical to the inspection •will be com- 


puters that analyze and provide an accu- 
rate diagnosis of what's wrong with the 
car. 


Until much of the Inspection process 


becomes automated, private researchers 
David W. Weiss and James Mateyla con- 
tend, there will be resistance to man- 
datory Inspections. 


The electronic systems. being devel- 


oped to control cars and diagnose prob- 
lems will help protect the $150 billion In- 
vestment in emission control systems 
and associated operating costs In the pre- 
sent decade. 


Personal Finance 


Knowing how to read a company's an- 


nual report Is, In theory, an essential of 
intelligent Investing. "Investigate before 
you invest," the stock exchange Itself 
warns — and for all except a very few 
Investors, the annual report offers the 
only possibility of making one's own 
judgment about the soundness of a com- 
pany and Its stock. 


Yet It's well known la anyone who 


deals with Investors that few arc able to 
distill from a report tho kind of Informa- 
tion an Investor ought to have before 
sinking his money in a company. 


That's not because the average in- 


vestor Is stupid. The annual reports are 
a challenge to even the experts, and It's 
simply a myth to operate on the assump- 
tion that the average investor should bo 
able to moke decisions based on their 
reading. 


ONE OK THE major brokerage firms, 


Burnham & Company, offers its clients 
help In trying to decipher annual reports, 
but cautions that It's Impossible, "In a 
few pages, to turn anyone into an expert 
securities analyst. That requires much 
time and training." 


What Burnham does, more realistical- 


ly. Is alert the non-professional to "a few 
danger signals to look for, on the theory 
that an Investor should seek first of all to 
protect himself from loss." Most com- 
monly, that means avoiding "companies 
which may be currently popular but lack 
fundamental soundness." 


One notion that Burnham tries to shoot 


down Is that oil you have to look for Is a 
company with Impressive year-to-year 
growth in earnings. Emphasis on earn- 
ings growth, in the past several years, 
has "become so Inflated in supposed Im- 
portance that these numbers have tended 
to dominate the thinking of professional 
and nonprofesilonal Investors "alike."

But the number can bo deceptive. 


"All too often," Burnham warns, "we 


have seen companies which had been re- 
porting excellent earnings progressions 
suddenly reporting disastrous results, or 
even seeking the protection of bank- 
ruptcy court." What went wrong? 


"Accounting regulations still allow cor- 


porations wide leeway In how they report 
their results. Thus, apparently excellent 
earnings can mask marked deterioration 
In a company's "operations." 


INVESTORS WOULD do well to mem- 


orize those last two sentences — and 
learn to look behind the optimistic (and 
possibly juggled) figures, on the alert for 
danger signals. 


A few of tho easier ones to spot: 
• An auditor's certificate precedes the 


financial reports. Docs It give them a 
clean bill of health, or arc there "ex- 
ceptions?" 


• Arc there lengthy or numerous foot- 


notes to the financial figures? Close 
analysis of these can be "most reward- 
ing," says Burnham. 


• Compare net sales (in tho Income 


statement) with receivables (the balance 
sheet). And look for a sizable deferred 
tax Item. Together, these can Indicate 
sales on which the company Isn't collec- 
ting — trouble which, Burnham cautions, 
can lead to "a cash bind, requiring ci- 
ther debt or equity financing, and In 
some cases bankruptcy." 


Those are a few of the more easily 


readable danger signals. Even just being 
able to recognize all the red flags re- 
quires fairly extensive Instruction in the 
art of reading reports. So don't feel frus- 
trated If you, along with several million 
others, can't make brilliant Investment 
decisions on the basis of the annual re- 
ports.

S&Ls report. 
big gains in 
savings deposits 


The growth in savings deposits at sav- 


ings and loan associations during 1972 
passed all prior records by a substantial 
margin, the U.S. Savings and Loon 
League reported. 


In Its monthly Trends Report the trade 


association said the dollar amount of 
funds In passbook and certificate ac- 
counts rose over the course of the year 
by $33 billion. 


"This gain topped the $28.2 billion for 


1971 by 16.6 per cent," the publication 
said. "The increase in the year just past 
was three times as great as 1970 and 
eight times as great as 1969." 


The League's figures in the Trends Re- 


port were based on a survey of 544 sav- 
ings and loan associations, representing 
28 per cent of the resources of the busi- 
ness. 


The publication reported that loans 


closed by associations in 1972 also shat- 
tered ail existing records. Over the 
course of the year, associations closed 
$51.6 billion in mortgage loans. This vol- 
ume moved past the $39.5 billion of 1971 
by a strong 31 per cent 


"THOUGH LOAN closings were partly 


offset by a rise In mortgage toon repay- 
ments, the Increase In loan portfolios at 
savings and loins hit a new high," the 
Trends Report said. "Loans on the books 
of associations rose by $32 billion, again 
well ahead of the $24.1 billion increase In 
1971."

Think sessions pay off for railroad 


"Using weather as an alibi is Just an- 


other snow Job," reads a sign in a Chi- 
cago and North Western Transportation 
Co. operations meeting room in the rell- 
way's Chicago terminal headquarters. 


Sandwiched in between a multitude of 


charts, graphs and maps, the sign is a 
good indicator of the no-nonsense man- 
agement style that's given the railway a 
reputation for dependable service. Every 
morning, a host of operations and other 
executives in the employe-owned railway 
gather hi this meeting room for what is 
Jokingly referred to as a "sunrise ser- 
vice." 


By 8 a.m., all the chairs around the 


long conference table and along the walls 
have been taken. Late-comers must 
stand along the back wall of the room. 
Hooked up by telephone, their counter- 
parts in operations management, from 
areas south of Chicago to the Minnesota 
area and Nebraska and other divisions, 
arc all waiting their turn to report the 
day's activities. 


LARRY PROVO, company president, 


said this little get-together has proven to 
be a real time-saver In Ironing out rail- 
road problems. 


"What It does for us," he says, "Is that 


Unemployment rate 
declines to 5 pet. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The nation's 


unemployment rate dropped to S per cent 
in January, lowest since July, 1870, the 
government said. 


The decline was reported from a De- 


cember level of 5.1 per cent In spite of a 
small drop in the number of persons with 
jobs, the Labor Department's Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said. 


The December rate originally was re- 


ported as 5.2 per cent, but the BLS said 
an annual revision of its statistical base 
dropped It to 5.1 per cent. 


President Nixon set a target two years 


ago of reducing unemployment to 4.5 per 
cent, revising that last year to a goal of 5 
per cent by the end of 1972. 


in one half hour, we can get together 
with all our division people, and get an 
outlook and report for the day.

Everything from commuter train de- 


lays in the Chicago area to a shortage of 
box cars In Iowa, weather conditions in 
Minnesota, freight delays and accident 
reports are turned in by the railway's 
operations men. They don't waste time 
patting themselves on the back for a Job 
well done — problems galore, bound to 
come up in operation of some 10,400 
miles of track, occupy most of their' 
time. 


PROVO AND HIS managers have one 


big "delightful" headache right now. It's 
the tremendous number of manpower 
and machines needed to ship grain from 
the Midwest to Gulf ports for shipment to 
Russia. As other railways in the United 
States, CiNW is bogged down at various 
loading and connecting points. 


Everyone is scrambling for freight 


cars to cash in on this grain deal bo- 
nanza, and the backup of rail shipments 
at Galveston and other gulf ports Is so 
bad that some rail yards are shut down 
to added traffic, said Provo. The dis- 
covery that one C&NW division is even 
sidetracking another division's freight 
cars for this purpose brings a round of 
laughter at the operations meeting. 


"We're moving double the amount of 


grain now as we did lost year," Provo 
says. "We hove 41,000 orders waiting 
now for grain, and our average is 17,000 
for a month." The bottleneck at gulf 
ports may clear when ice thaws on the 
' Mississippi River and Great Lakes allow 


barge shipments of grain. 


In what the National Grain and Feed 


Association recently described as a "crit- 
ical" situation, the C&NW and other lines 
arc working under the handicaps of rail 
car shortages, car service embargoes 
and logjams at port cities that could lost 
well into the year. Only one-third of the 
Russian groin deal supplies have been 
shipped, and this accounts for only one- 
sixth of the U.S. grain exports. 


YET THIS BLEAK outlook for smooth 


going ahead is part of the challenge that 
makes the railroad a "fun business" for 


Provo and others in the C&NW. One of 
those charts on the operations room wall 
tells part of the reason for this happy 
reaction: revenues for freight shipments 
in January were projected In a fairly 
steady rate, showing up as a flat line on 
the chart. But the actual results ore re- 
flected in another line heading Jaggedly 
upward, right off the chart and on to an- 
other piece of paper pasted above. 


Grato shipments accounts for this 


record, says Provo. The outlook for 
greater farm production in the United 
States and as federal supports are 
shifted and foreign and domestic demand 
climbs, is also adding to his optimism. 


The company just gave out its first 


yearend financial report last Thursday. 
The C&NW was sold by the parent North- 
west Industries, Inc., in June, 1972, to an 
employe group. The report-shows only 
seven month results, from the June 
changeover date. 


CHICAGO & NORTH Western consoli- 


dated Income for the seven-month period 
of June 1 to Dec. 31 reached $9,261,000 on 
total operating revenues of $216,404,000. 
In the fourth quarter of last year, consol- 
idated net income of $4,506,000 was re- 
ported on total operating revenue of 
$95,284,000. 


The railway's greatest prospects for 


expansion and future profit He in suc- 
cessful freight operations, in Provo's es- 
timation. Yet the C&NW Is committed to 
providing reliable commuter service to 
its 100,000 daily riders. The commuter 
operations account for only 7 per cent of 
revenues. 


Provo would like to see a coordinated 


regional mass transit agency for the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area as a means of 
eliminating • C&NW and other transit 
company financial problems. Subsidized 
competition by the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority Is crippling the railway's chances 
in this effort, he said. 


Disaster loans 


Robert A. Dwyer, Midwest regional di- 


rector of the Small Business Adminis- 
tration, said that preliminary agency re- 
ports Indicate that more than $20 million 
in disaster loan applications were filed 
with his office as a result of August and 
September floods in the Chicago area. 
According to these reports, Dwyer said, 
5,420 home loan applications were made 
for $16,138,139. Business loan applications 
totaled 205 for $4,080,740, he added.

Tin; rallycrs met In front of the Feder- 


al Building on south Dearborn Street at 
1:30 p.m. and Immediately got Into a 
chanting match with members of the Illi- 
nois Women's Abortion Coalition, which 
mobilized about 50 persons across the 
street. 


The coalition has about 200 members, 


both adults and college-age students. 
They marched In a circle carrying signs 


and chanting pro-abortion slogans. 


WHILE THE pro-abortion group chan- 


ted, "Not the church, not the state, wom- 
en must decide their fate," and "women 
unite, abortion Is our right, workers 
unite, abortion Is our right," the march- 
ers across the street were singing a new 
version of a John Lcnnon song, "All we 
arc saying Is givo life a chance."

"The decision (by the Supreme Court)

tive Health Center, which was to be lo- 
cated in an unspecified area in the Hyde 
Park neighborhood on Chicago's south 
side, had to cancel 30 abortions it had 
scheduled to perform over the weekend 
pending further appeals of the Supreme 
Court ruling.

had materials loft over. It's even pos- 
sible to make one for 18 cents If you 
want to track down all the materials on 
your own. 


THEY ARE CORN husk dolls, another 


ripple In the wave of nostalgia among 
creative people for anything reminiscent 
of pioneer America. The first doll made 
In America was probably made of corn 
husks. Tho colonists learned the art from 
the American Indians. Many a pioneer 
pipsqueak, making the long hard journey 
through the Cumberland Gap or the Smo- 
ky Mountains with her family, must have 
been delighted with her "stand alone" 
doll with Its billowy skirts and breezy 
bonnet. 


Mrs. Donald E. Sinamon, who teaches 


adult education classes in neediccraft 
and crewel at Maine West and Niles 
North High Schools and also at Helen's 
Knit Shop In DCS Plalnes, moved to DCS 
Plaines about six years ago. She and the 
DCS Plalnes Historical Society struck up 
an immediate and lasting friendship. 


"MY KIDS HAVE almost grown up In 


this building," she said as she swished 
around tho craft table In tho back parlor 
of tho turn-of-the-ccntury home that 
serves as the Society's museum. 


Both tho front and back parlors were 


bursting at their historical seams with 
dexterous women creating corn husk 
dolls for tho first time. For Inspiration 
three finished dolls graced the sideboard, 
one of them sitting gaily in o swing. It 
was made by a 6-year-old. 


Jan served three years as a Society 


director. She and three other history 
buffs — Mrs. Glade Evans, Mrs. Russell 
Anderson and Mrs. Albert Hill, all of DCS 
Plalnes' — spent a pleasant afternoon at 
Jan's house experimenting with making 
corn husk dolls as they followed some 
rather sketchy directions In a book by 
Edna Metcalfo entitled, "The Trees of 
Clirlstmas." 


THEY CAME UP with a 50-ccnt kit ( a 


portion of that bcnofits the Society) and 
some simplified illustrated 
directions. 


The kit includes cut corn husks, trimmed 
and cleaned; corn silk; pipe cleaners; 
jute and a raffia sash. In addition a tow- 
el, scissors, paint or beads, a few paper 
towels and paper clips and a bit of glyc- 
erine arc needed. 


To make them pliable, husks arc 


soaked In water to which a few drops of 
glycerine hove been added. The arms 
arc made first, then the body — tied off 
at neck and waist to form a head and 
torso. The directions explain how to stuff 
head and sleeves and how to dry skirt for 
extra fullness; provide pattern Ideas for 
a hat, sunbonnct and basket; give neat 
little finishing touches, such as an apron, 
a basket of berries or strnwflowers; and 
suggest variations such as a male doll, a 
baby doll or an angel. 


"YOU CAN LET your Imagination run 


wild," said Jan. "Try adding hair of tiny 
dried flowers or corn silk. You con make 
facial features with little beads or with 
paint. It's easy to add pantaloons. You

start the doll and It almost shapes Itself; 
It forms its own personality. 


"But remember to keep it colonial," 


she cautioned. "Try to picture what 
people did In colonial days. Put a pack of 
sticks on her back or set her by a spin- 
ning wheel. 


"The Historical Society just happens to 


sell miniature spinning wheels," she 
added, grinning. "And only 55 cents." 


Meanwhile Joan Evans, who with Mrs. 


Arthur Outlaw assisted Jan, was offering 
her own kind of cncouragmcnt with re- 
marks like "You've got a mighty big 
head there," adding quickly, "I don't 
mean you personally!" or "Don't worry 
if an arm bends the wrong way — just 
incorporate it Into the doll's positions so 
no one can tell you made a goofy looking 
doll." 


JAN HAS PLANS for a whole scries of 


monthly craft sessions at tho DCS Plaines 
Historical Society Museum. Each will be 
part of n revival of interest in unusual 
natural or old-time crafts. 


Tho next session will be in needlepoint. 


Following that, there will be Instruction 
in beaded flowers In the French manner, 
dyeing Easter eggs with natural dyes 
and decorating with natural or dried 
flowers and leaves, producing the "faux 
pas" finishes (she smiles enigmatically 
about that one), batik and chair rush- 
Ing and caning. 


The corn husk kits with full directions 


arc available to tho public; so is the little 
spinning wheel. They may be purchased 
during the open hours of the museum at 
777 Lee St., DCS Plaines; Wednesdays, 
Saturdays and Sundays between 2 and 4 
p.m. Future croft classes will be an- 
nounced monthly. They, too, arc open to 
the public.

seek American correspondents willing to 
write In English. 


The language-polishing aspect of an In- 


ternational pen friend organization, Let- 
ters Abroad, Is among many of bonuses 
inherent to participants. Last year, Let- 
ters Abroad matched 43,592 pen friends 
— compared with 41,500 in the previous 
year. 


Mrs. Eleanor Ulrich, Utters Abroad 


vice president, oversees the matching op- 
eration. A widow, she docs not get paid. 


AROUND THE WORLD, Mrs. Ulrich 


over the years since the early '50s has 
matched beekeepers with beekeepers, po- 
licemen with policemen, chess players 
with chess players. 


This year the one-millionth pen friend 


link will be established by Letters 
Abroad. It will be a milestone for the 
organization begun in 1952 and dealing In 
international friendships. 


Right now the organization especially 


needs person who want to write to non- 
European countries from which the de- 
mand currently is greatest,— Japan, 
Korea, India, Ghana, Nigeria, Pakistan, 
the Philippines and Turkey. The age 
range of correspondents Is from 16 on up, 
but Mrs. Ulrich said more correspond- 
ents are needed particularly in the 18 
through 25 age bracket. 


"There is a great personal satisfaction 


in helping to form international friend- 
ships, many of which last for years," 
Mrs. Ulrich said. 


"Many of our American correspond- 


ents think of themselves as ambassadors 
for our nation's Ideals and way of life. 
It's certainly the answer for those who 
ask — 'what can I do personally to ease 
the tension in the world.' " 


LETTERS ABROAD does not consider 


adult pen friendship a hobby. It Is a civ- 
ilizing pursuit that can broaden one's 
mental horizons, according to Mrs. Ul- 
rich. That's why the organization is char- 
tered under the laws of the State of New 
York as on educational Institution. 


The operation began with a box of let- 


ters from overseas, supplied by U.S. gov- 
ernment agencies and other organiza- 
tions and desk space In a Quaker school 
in New York City.

NEW YORK (UPI) -The International 


Baccalaureate Is settling In on the world 
education scene. At some point, It may 
settle In on your neighborhood high 
school. It's a kind of super test. 


Already, It Is known to some special 


students, high school ago, attending 
Rockland Community College In Spring 
Volley, N.Y. 


Later they will attend the Colleges of 


Further Education In Oxford and Lon- 
don, England. 


The I.B. — as it Is called — also is 


known at the United Nations School In 
New York, a so-called International 
school. It U for this type of school that 
the I B. was designed. 


The U. N. School, as with other inter- 


national schools around the world, Is at- 
tended mainly by children of Inter- 
national families — the so-called inter- 
national community found In world capi- 
tals. These arc the children of Inter- 
national civil servants, diplomats and 
businessmen. They find themselves liv- 
ing in a strange land for extended peri- 
ods of lime. In response to parents of 
such children, the international schools 
have sprung up. 


UNLIKE FRENCH, German, British, 


American or whatever nationality school 
set up for the children of those countries 
In a distant land, the International 
schools In no way arc little Imitations of 
the schools from tho homeland. 


Rather, they attempt to provide an 


education that bridges frontiers and 
which will be of sufficiently high aca- 


demic quality to facilitate transfer of stu- 
dents from ono country to another. 


Now comes the problem: Should the 


teaching at such high schools prepare 
students to take American college en- 
trance exams? Or college entrance 
exams at French schools? Or at German 
schools? Or for schools In Singapore or 
Tokyo or Geneva, Switzerland? The col- 
leges In different countries have specific 
kinds of tests for entrance. None are the 
same. 


As a result of this, many International 


schools found themselves in the past 
leaching a senior class for all kinds of 
entrance tests. It was hectic and not al- 
ways successful. A handful of seniors 
must bo prepared for a German school 
test A half-dozen for a French school. A 
few for a Swiss school. And so on. 


WITH FINANCIAL help from the Ford 


Foundation, the Twentieth Century Fund 
and others, educators got together and 
came up with the specifications for the I. 
B. — International Baccalaureate. The 
Director General of the I. B. program Is 
Prof. A. D. C. Peterson. He also Is direc- 
tor of the Department of Educational 
Studies at tho University of Oxford in 
England. 


Candidates for the I. B. arc examined 


after Intensive preparation In six sub- 
jects: three at a higher and three at a 
lesser level. He must have a first and 
second language, mathematics, an exact 
science, a subject from the human scien- 
ces or the study of man (history, geogra- 
phy, etc.); the sixth subject is a free 
choice.

style modifications. Seldom do you sec 
young people wearing them anymore. 


If you haven't been too pleased with 


tho short shrink sweaters which have 
been In vogue during the last year, don't 
dlspair. Good news is In store. Someone 
always has to bo the first to set a trend 
In tho opposite direction. This time it is 
French designer Sonia Ryklcl. Recently 
she Introduced the "fanny sweater." 


When she first showed the collection 


last fall, she failed to explain the sweater 
and many buyers and fashion writers 
thought it was a mlnidrcss.

Then they will go to 
Oxford, England, for the second year of 
the I. B. preparation. 


Some educators are thinking of using 


the I. B. in this way to promote the ex- 
change of students within publicly main- 
tained systems on a much larger scale. 


Where the I. B. is concerned, time will 


tell how it may reshape American sec- 
ondary education for the college-bound 
students.

worsen this? His alkaline phosphatase 
was elevated to 190 which our doctor 
thought might be associated with the pro- 
cess in the bones. 


Dear Reader — Your husband's prob- 


lem is fairly typical of Pagct's disease 
and you described his symptoms well. 
Pagct's disease Involves a defect In bone 
growth with abnormal bone growth repl- 
acing and dlsolvlng normal bone. Good 
healthy bone tissue has its own archi- 
tecture. The newly formed bone is 
deficient in calcium with soft, irregular 
t y p e f o r m a t i o n s without adequate 
strength. The softening of the bones often 
leads to bowing of the legs and fractures. 


The most common bones Involved are 


of the hip and sacrum. When this area Is 
Involved, there is often accompanying 
arthritis of the hip joint. This may be the 
reason your husband has so much pain In 
his hip 


Paget's disease frequently does not 


cause pain or other symptoms unless it's 
associated with pressure on nerves or 
arthritis of the hip. If It is extensive or 
causes complications, then symptoms 
are common. Because of the bone 


changes, the alkaline phosphatase level 
is often high. 


It's more common In men than In 


women, almost never noted before the 
age 30, but occurs in five per 1,000 people 
in the 40 age group and in ten per cent of 
people who are 90 years of age. 


YOtm DOCTOR'S statements are cor- 


rect. Some doctors have claimed some 
success using high doses of salicylatcs as 
found in aspirin and this might relieve 
pain particularly from arthritis of the 
hip. 


Fagots disease can cause little, if any, 


difficulties or severe problems. It could 
be a factor in your husband's weight 
loss. Don't worry too much now about his 
diet problems mentioned in the rest of 
your letter, In view of his weight loss. No 
definite statement can be made about 
calcium In the diet but I believe he 
should rccicvc the normal amount. Be- 
cause of the severe pain and weight loss, 
you should go back to the doctor you saw 
for his problem very soon.

months Wednesday, announcing a new 
diplomatic mission for Henry Kissinger. 


The meeting with reporters came amid

And it came amid reports that Nixon's

INDIANAPOLIS-N'aUonat leaden of 


lh« 1.4 million-member Christian Church 
(Disciples of Christ), headquartered 
here, arc cither unable or unwilling to do 
anything about one of their pastors in 
California who has claimed to be the 
reincarnation of Jesus Christ. 


For when asked about the Rev. Jim 


Jones, of the People's Temple in Uklah, 
100 miles north of San Francisco, the de- 
nomination's president and general min- 
ister. Or. Dale Flora, told this column: 


"There has been no request for any 


Investigation from his region (the North- 
ern California-Nevada Conference); so 
we are standing behind the church." 


Dut this column has a photostatlc copy 


of a letter written to this regional confer- 
ence's acting president, Nellie Kratz, 
asking that Rev. Jones' highly question- 
able healing methods be Investigated. 


Neither Mrs. Kratz nor the current 


president. Dr. Karl Irvln, have been will- 
Ing to take such action regarding such 
methods as publicly exhibiting, on a pil- 
low, the alleged cancer passed, accord- 
Ing to Rev. Jones, through the bowels of 
those ta purportedly healed. 


IIEV. JONES has, howwcvcr, been In- 


vestigated by the Indiana State Board of 
Psychology Examiners, and his methods 
exposed in page one stories in both the 
Indianapolis Star and tho San Francisco 
Examiner (which paper, 150 of his fol- 
lowers obediently picketed for 18 hours.) 


Rev. Jones, an acquaintance of the late 


Father Divine of Philadelphia, has done 
far better in California than in Indiana, 
which he left In 1965. He was accom- 
panied by several Indianapolis parish- 
ioners, who pooled their financial re- 
sources and fallowed him West, because 
they believed his prediction that the 
world would end on July 16,1967. 


Now tho congregation of People's 


Temple — with Its temple guards who 
pack .357 Magnums in their holsters, (as 
perhaps the nation's best-armed Dis- 
ciples of Christ) — accepts the Prophet 
Jones' (revised) prediction that San 
Francisco is due at any time now to be 
bombed into oblivion. But Jesus Reincar- 
nate Jones will give everyone of his flock 
sufficient advance notice so that they 
may flee to the safety of one of the caves 
which pockmark the hills around Uklah. 


FOLLOWERS OF the Prophet Jones 


now number more than 4,000, and they 
travel weekly from as for away as Port- 
land and Los Angeles via the Temple's 
fleet of 11 former Greyhound buses, for 
services which usually lost four or five 
hours. 


Tho Prophet Jones, 41, is a handsome, 


glib, charismatic, part-Chcrokoo Indian, 
whoso flock constitutes an awesome vot- 
ing bloc In Uklah (population 10,000). The 
People's Temple has thus been able to 
effectively infiltrate such key areas as

"The registered nurses around her said 


It was so!" shouted the Prophet Jones. 
But the only R.N. in sight was his wife. 


Yet this amateurish, soap-opera salva- 


tion apparently had Us effect upon at 


least one of the congregation of 1,000, 
mostly black. "I know that Pastor Jim 
Jones is God Almighty himself!" 
screeched an elderly woman, who Is 
among parishioners attracted by the 
Prophet Jones from black churches all 
over San Francisco. 


One of the Prophet's former Ukiah col- 


leagues, the Rev. Richard Taylor, who Is 
now a regional officer for the American 
Baptist Churches of the West, has asked 
the California Attorney General's office 
to investigate the People's Temple and 
what he describes as""the atmosphere of 
terror created In the community by so 
large and aggressive a group." 


But the national hierarchy of the Dis- 


ciples of Christ apparently has no plans 
to Investigate. This hierarchy Includes 
tho Rev. George Beazley, who is cur- 
rently chairman of COCU, a decaying 
scheme to merge eight Protestant de- 
nominations. 


COCU may die even faster when other 


denominations realize that Dr. Beazlcy's 
own denomination is insufficiently organ- 
ized to handle the Uklah Messiah.

The momentum carried over Into the 


varsity extravangaza and while tho ten- 
slon mounted In unison with the Increas- 
ingly critical fans, Hersey, as poised as a 
Goliath, shattered tho Impeccable Hlns- 
dale dynasty, with a resounding 151.56 
to 148.17 decision. 


The Huskies' stunning display — an 


all-time school record — terminated a 
two-year, 49-mcct streak by the 
s e e m i n g l y Invulnerable Red Devils 
and marked only tho second defeat In 
their last 89 outings. 


"I thought we were both ovcrscorcd In 


some Instances," Von Ebers stated hon- 
estly, "but I also think we were the supe- 
rior team out there tonight — on both 
levels."

"I figured It to be pretty close In floor 


exercise," Von Ebers recapped In con- 
trast to Hlnsdalo coach Tony Canine's 
prediction that his Devils would win the 
event. 


But the Huskies, almost complacent 


under the Intense pressure, put the bur- 
den on Hlnsdole with a brilliant exhibi- 
tion that featured an 8.S5 by Steve 
Schwabe, an 8.3 by Bloke Frodln and an 
Important 7.95 by Ron Mltsos that total- 
led a season-high 24.80. 


Tho Red Devils retaliated with Steve 


Shepherd's event-winning 8.7, Put Gun- 
ning's 8.1 and Bob Brockman's 7.65, but 
found themselves trailing the Huskies, 
24 80 to 24.45. 


Von Ebers readily conceded the side 


hone to Hlnsdale and It was easy to see 
why. Canlno'i ftellar trio of Curt Rod- 
gen, Tony Hanson and Chuck Walter 
momentarily panicked Hersey when they 
polled ft.U, 8.7 and 8.8, respectively, for 
an unparalleled 25.95 wum. 


Tho Huskies had already struggled to 


Its poorest event score when the quartet 
of Joe Shepherd (4.7), John Mascng 
(705) Bob Kornclly (7.9) and Bruce 
Frcodmnn (8.0) all missed nt one point 
In their routines, but still managed a 
22 93 total. 


"Yes, I lost a little heart after side 


horse," Von Ebers confirmed. "I was 
hoping to be about one and one-half 
points behind after that, but we slipped 
to almost three down. I was really wor- 
ried." 


The partisan Hersey crowd moaned 


when Hlnsdale rode the horse to an ap- 
prehensive 50.40 to 47.75 advantage after 
two events, but regained its composure 
as did tho Huskies In the ensuing hori- 


zontal bar competition. 


Heney stalwart* Paul Wander (8.35), 


Roger Kuhni (7.25) and John Ludwlgsen

Its parallel bar team of Chuck HoweII 
(7.0), Gunning (7.0), Corrigan (7.8) and 
Jim Erwln (8.25) were back knocking on 
the rally door with a 23.05 showing. 


Von Ebers did play it conservative 


when Hcrscy's turn come. Kevin Roby 
initiated p-ban with a 63 and Roger 
Kuhns notched n 7.25 before Jeff Meess- 
mann hit a sharp 7.9.

15,000 protest signing 'death warrant" for unborn babies

The church bells seemed to be chiming 


a death knell, a mournful, ominous, 
warning sound signifying the world 
might soon come to an abrupt end. 


The bells clanged as clergymen of sev- 


eral faiths prophesied n doomed society 
of heathens bent on the destruction of all 
that Is sacred to civilized man. 


They were preaching from a makeshift 


pulpit to more than 15,000 persons who 
took up most of the standing room that 
comprises the mall of the Civic Center 
Plata in Chicago. 


And while the ringing of the church 


bells somewhere in the distance coin- 
cided with the chastizing of the U.S. Su- 


preme Court's recent pro-abortion stand 
it provided a dramatic backdrop to Sat- 
urday's pro-life rally. 


IT WAS ESTIMATED that up to 2,000' 


persons from the Northwest suburbs rode 
rented buses or Joined car pools to attend 
the march and ceremony sponsored by 
several right to life committees whose 
concerted efforts brought an assemblage 
of religious and medical leaders and con- 
cerned citizens. 


The mass protest was the first of its 


kind In the nation since the Supreme 
Court's Jan. 22 ruling that struck down 
state laws, Including the one in effect In 
Illinois, that prohibit abortions during 
the first three months of pregnancy. Oth- 


er rallies are scheduled later in Washing- 
ton D.C., St. Louis and Philadelphia. 


It was an emotion-laden activity Satur- 


day that brought persons from surround- 
ing states to make themselves heard and 
seen. Particularly stirring were the 
many banners proclaiming that "abor- 
tion is morally wrong" and constitutes 
"murder." 


"Woman Has a Right To Her Body Un- 


less There Is Someone Living In It," as- 
serted one sign. 


"COULD YOU. LIVE With Murder On 


Your Conscience?" m asked a placard 
the same time. 


"The Unborn. Must They Die?" que- 


ried a third banner. 


'. "Richard Speck Lives Why Can't We?" 
pleaded another message with a picture 
of several babies on it, 
" 


The speakers were equally moving in 


their arguments that abortion is nothing 
more than "the slaughter of innocent 
babies and a hideous crime, whether or, 
not abortion is legal or illegal." 


"ALL HUMAN LIFE is given by God 


and is, therefore, sacred and cannot be. 
taken with Impugnlty,'.' said one clergy- 
man. "The Roman Catholic Church is not 
the only group In the country opposed to 
abortion. Jews and Christians ore too," 
he said. 


"Just because of this ruling five mil- 


lion unborn babies, five million fellow 


Americans, will be killed in the first year 
of the Supreme Court ruling," warned 
another cleric while holding up a life-size 
model of a 3-month-old fetus. 


• "Doctors throughout the country are 
now waiting to turn on their suction ma- 
chines to kill babies, for the bargain rate 
of $125," he continued. "That's $625 mil- 
lion in gross receipts. We cannot say, 
'Pother, forgive them for they know not 
what they do,' because these medical 
prostitutes know what they ore doing." 


"After 200 years we have become a 


Pagan country," said a doctor speaking 
out against abortion. "To every woman 
Involved in a pregnancy we ask her to 


choose life. Adoption is better than dis- 
memberment There are better alterna- 
tives to abortion." 


"SIX MONTHS AGO .the Supreme 


Court killed the death penalty," said an- 
other speaker. "Now they have signed a 
death warrant for millions of babies." He 
then listed the names of each of the sev- 
en justices who voted in the majority 
(two justices voted against) and each 
name was booed. One woman in the au- 
dience, when she heard the name of Jus- 
tice William Brennaa, exclaimed, "Let's 
excommunicate him!"

ami five-day sessions per week both 


morning and afternoon. Last fall the 
school was expanded to include a full 
time day care center. About 135 children 
arc enrolled In the school's programs 
and there Is one teacher for every eight 
children, according to Schwarcz. The 
school Is regulated by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Children and Family Services. 
Most teachers havo college degrees and 
Schwartcz has a master's degree In edu- 
cation administration. 


Schwarcz says ho started the preschool 


because ho saw discipline problems In 
elementary school classrooms ho feels 
can be corrected by a preschool pro- 
gram. 
' 


"There was something lacking at (ho 


base," he says. 


Most prcschoob four years ago were 


nothing but play schools and there were 
few Instructional programs for children. 
After consulting school administrators 
and pediatricians, Schwarcz found that 
the lack of good manners and respect for 
other people was a real problem among 
young children. 


"THERE'S A lack of respect to the 


country and to fellow man" and "too 
much promiscuity In the schools," says 
Schwarcz. Children need guidance and 
"don't want to bo free as a bird," ho 
says. 


A disciplined child is a happy child, 


says Schwarcz, "He has a feeling you 
like him and caro for him and want 
him." Too often, he says, public schools 


arc devoid of any feeling between stu- 
dent and teacher. "There's no close- 
ness," he says, "Usually children feel 
they arc pushed away." The teachers at 
the center are patient and trained to lis- 
ten carefully to each child, he says. 


Discipline shows In the form of simple 


politeness at the Preschool Education 
Center. During class, children aren't 
allowed to Interrupt each other, fight, or 
run around the room, says Schwarcz. At 
refreshment time each day, two children 
are appointed host and hostess and must 
prepare the table and the food, and in- 
vite the rest of the children as their 
guests. They learn to share and get along 
with each other, said Schwarcz. 


Schwarcz keeps In touch with public 


schools once the child enters kindergar- 
ten, providing them with preschool infor- 
mation on each child. The school knows 
the special characteristics of the child 
they arc receiving and the center can see 
how well their preschool curriculum Is 
transferred to public school, he said. 


THE CENTER tries to develop the has- 


Ic skills children will need In school. 
They learn how to hold a pencil, use scis- 
sors, button their coats and pull on their 
boots. The kids are also taught basic 
safety rules, how to write their name, 
and memorize their address, telephone 
number and parent's names. Before kin- 
dergarten, he knows the alphabet and the 
number system, says Schwarcz.

Members of an alleged 12 million he- 


roin smuggling ring Indicted last week 
were described as "amateurs" Friday by 
a lop federal drug official. 


Sixteen persons vrcrc named In the In- 


dictments, which pinpointed DCS Plaincs 
as a distribution point for the ring. 


"It's Interesting that most members of 


this group are amateurs," said J. Mi- 
chael FlUslmmons, regional director of 
the Office For Drug Abuse Law Enforce- 
ment. "There arc no professional crime 
figures, no names you would recognize In 
the list." 


"It just goes to show what you can 


do." he said. 


Federal officials cracked the ring last 


fall when Richard J. Kunry, 37, of Sacra- 
mento, Calif,, sold three kilograms of he- 
roin to an ODLEA agent at the DCS 
Plaincs Holiday Inn, Mannheim Road 
and Touhy Avenue. 


None of the ring members named lived 


In Des Plaincs. "This Is a very mobile 
operation. The people came from oil 
over. One place they chose for dis- 
tribution was the Chicago area — DCS 
Plalnci and Elgin." Fitzslmmons said. 


OTHER CITIES where the drugs were 


sold Included Los Angeles, Indianapolis 
and Hammond, Iml., and Phoenix, Ariz. 


The DCS Plaincs heroin sale led to a 


tie-In with Indiana drug traffic, Fitzslm- 
mons said. 


ODLEA agents had arrested Richard 


Maxwell, 30, of Indianapolis, Ind., one of 
those Indicted and an alleged ring mem- 
ber, for an earlier drug sale. "At that. 
time, we didn't realize the tie-In between 
Maxwell and the others," Fitzslmmons 
said. 


The ring started three years ago In 


South Vietnam, he said. "At that time 
there were two or three members." 


The original group Included civilians, 


employed by N. II. A. Inc., of Ft. Worth, 
Tex., a firm that services military hel- 
icopters. Ring organizers began smuggl- 
ing heroin Into the U. S. In television pic- 
ture tubes built In South Vietnam. The 
tubes were shipped Into the U. S. via Mil- 
itary Assistance Command shuttle flights 
to California. 


The indictments, returned by a federal 


grand jury In Chicago, name It Ameri- 
cans, four India nationals and a Viet- 
namese woman and allege that the con- 
spiracy began In October, 1971. About 
7.6S pounds of heroin, 00 per cent pure, 
was smuggled into the U. S. by the ring, 
the indictments charge.

Study group to weigh unit boundaries 


Tentative boundaries for a unit school 


district (grades kindergarten through 12) 
will be voted on Thursday by the Citi- 
zens' Reorganization Study Committee 
'for Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59. 


The committee, which is studying the 


feasibility of forming a unit district, will 
vote on five boundary proposals, dis- 
cussed last week, by the group. The 
group's five subcommittees will (hen 
make an In-depth study on 'the boundary 
or boundaries the group feels would be 
most suitable to a unit district. 


"After studying it, the subcommittees 


could come back and suggest we refine 
the boundary," said George Coney, gen- 
eral chairmen of the committee. "And 
once we've decided on a possible bound- 
ary, then comes the time to say 'Do we 
want a unit district?' " 


The five boundary proposals arc: 


• An Elk Grove Village unit, formed 


by splitting the present Dist. 59 along the 
Northwest Tollway. 


• A unit of the present boundaries of 


Dist. 59. 


• A unit of the attendance boundaries 


of the four southern high schools In Dist. 
214; Elk Grove, Forest View, Rolling 
Meadows and Prospect High Schools. 


• Making Dlst. 214 a unit district. 
• A unit of the attendance boundaries 


of three of the four southern 214 high 
schools; Elk Grove, Forest View and 
Prospect or Rolling Meadows. 


THE FIRST FOUR proposals were 


contained In a report drawn up two 
weeks ago by the steering committee, 
composed of chairmen of the group's five 
subcommittees. Dlst. 59 Suptl, James Er- 
vitl, a unit district advocate, was present 
at the meeting. The lost proposal came 


out of discussion at a meeting of the citi- 
zen's group last week where members 
discussed the pros and cons of each pro- 
posal. 


Nlta Stamm, a member of the state 


and legal aspects suBcommittec, said she 
objected to Ervltl being present at the 
meeting since he was not a part of the 
steering committee.

State officials debate Equal Rights 


"Sex" became a dictionary exercise 


Friday as equal rights for women was 
halfheartedly debated during o meeting 
of the Regular Republican Organization 
of Schaumburg Township. 


State Representatives Robert S. Juck- 


ctt R-14th and Henry Hyde, IWGth, spoke 
in opposition of the proposed equal rights 
amendment to the constitution, now be- 
fore the Illinois General Assembly for 
ratification. 


Proponents of the equal rights amend- 


ment were State Representatives Giddy 
Dyer R-41st of Hinsdalc and Bradley 
Gloss, R-lst Northficld. 
' Juckctt and Hyde called the amend- 
ment itself confusing Hyde said use of 
the word "sex" in the amendment mokes 
it mean many things. 


"Depending on who you ask, sex is a 


lot of things," Hyde said. "In the dic- 
tionary, it's described as sexual grat- 
ification, the distinction .or division of or- 
ganisms distinguished as male or female 
or anything connected with the urge for 
reproduction. 


"NOW I AM NOT ABOUT TO support 


something that Is that vague," Hyde 
said. 


The amendment as proposed reads 


"Equality of rights under the law shall 


• not be denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any state on account of 
sex." 


Rep. Dyer, called the amendment 


simple and the only means by which 
equality for all could be a reality. 


She urged those present not to confuse 


the amendment calling for women's 
rights, with woman's lib movements, 
"The amcndmcnct will liberate but it 
will liberate both men and women," said 
Rep. Dyer. 


IN THE legal sense women arc non- 


persons when they marry and two be- 
come one, the one they become is him," 
said Rep, Dyer. 


She said the amendment will not affect 


private lives and social customs as Hyde 
and Juckctt said It might. 


Rep, Dyer sold It would not take wom- 


en out of the home but would give dignity 
to the important roles of mother and 
housewife. 


She countered Hyde's statement that 


women would be drafted and brutalized 
by a military training and combat by 
pointing out that congress now has the 
power to draft women if it wishes to do 
so. 


City to seek temporary headquarters 


Des Plaincs city officials will begin a 


search for a temporary home at an 8 
p m. city council meeting tonight 


Mayor Herbert Behrcl Is expected to 


recommend renting the former Scan 
building at Pearson and Miner streets as 
temporary quarters for his office as well 
as the offices of the city clerk, comptrol- 
ler and health department during con- 
struction of a proposed $1.8 million city 
hall. 


The Sean building was target of build- 


ing, health and fire department com- 
plaints last year. The problems appar- 
ently were resolved after a meeting be- 
tween owner Peter Mandas and city offi- 
cials In November where Mandas agreed 
to renovate the structure. Des Plaincs Is- 
sued a remodeling permit Nov. IS. 


The proposed city budget Includes 


$13.102 for temporary office rent Anoth- 
er 13,000 is Included for office space for a 


full-time city attorney, who also Is sched- 
uled to be hired under the proposed 
budget. 


City plans coll for demolition of cur- 


rent office space at 1426-1428 Miner St. 
during construction of the proposed six- 
story city hall. 


BEIIREL HAS BEEN seeking down- 


town rental figures since December. Last 
month, the city engineer's department 
prepared a floor layout of the Scars 
building showing space for the mayor's, 
clerk's, comptroller's and health depart- 
ment offices. 


The plans Include a conference room 


and would allow Independent renting of 
two other first-floor stores,'along Pear- 
son by the owner.

The building remodeling plans total 


$30,000 and Include new heating, elec- 
trical and plubmlng work. Ten apart-

Alfred 
Prickett to City Planner Mike Richard- 
son. 


Other agenda Items Include: 
• A proposal by Behrcl agreed to by 


local merchants, to begin a parking me- 
ter token system. Approval would lead to 


installation of parking meters'in the new 
Elllnwood parking lot and would allow 
businesses to offer "free" parking to 
shoppers by distributing the tokens. The 
meters would also accept coins. 


• An ordinance to license "food ser- 


vice establishments." The proposal was 
prompted by increasing non-licensed sale 
of sandwiches by small grocery stores 
and sale of food at gas stations. The ordi- 
nance includes U. S. Public Health Ser- 
vice guidelines. 


• An ordinance updating the city's 


combustible and flammable liquids code. 
The 11-page proposal stems from a rash 
of underground gas station storage tank 
leaks lost year and would allow easier 
and more frequent tank inspection. 


• A proposal to install fencing around 


the city recycling center. Residents have 
protested debris scattered from the site. 


"YET THEY NEVER have and with 


the abolishment of the draft and estab- 
lishing of a volunteer army this is not a 
fear now," said Dyer. 


"What about the protection women 


now have from heavy work, dangerous 
and unpleasant jobs?" asked Hyde. 


"Rubbish," said Dyer, "The protective 


legislation just keeps women working in 
the sweat shop assembly line instead of 
allowing her to become a foreman or go- 
ing upward to the administrative and ex- 
ecutive positions." 


"Men don't object to women staying 


home and lifting a 50-pound child, loads 
of wash or the garbage cans or working 
all night staying up with a sick child," 
she pointed out. 


JUCKETT INSISTED he was not 


against equal rights for women just how 
they are going about it. Take it a law at 
a time he urged, as he insisted there 
were not that many laws in the statute 
that discriminated by sex. 


For emphasis, he asked a young lady 


in the audience, one of his aides, to bring 
up a set of Illinois state statute books. 


As she set the carton of volumes on the 


table Juckctt challenged Dyer to stale 
how many of the statutes directly dis- 
criminated against her. 


"120," said Dyer, "and if you will give 


me some time .I'll elaborate." 


Those in the audience gave equal ap- 


plause to arguments for equal rights for 
women and discrimination between the 
sexes. 


AFTER THE DEBATE Juckett and 


Hyde pledged to give legal aid to any 
woman who (eels' she has been dis- 
criminated against. 


"Sec, I'm not really against equality 


just the way it's being proposed," said 
Juckctt. 


Comments from the audience included 


a concern that any amendment could di- 
lute the power of the constitution. 


Mrs. Kathleen Wojcick insisted she 


liked being a MRS. and particularly en- 
joyed her role as a mother. "Besides I 
also enjoy fighting for everything I 
have," said Mrs. Wojcick

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15,000 protest signing 'death warrant" for unborn babies

The church belli seemed to be chiming 


a death knell, a mournful, ominous, 
warning found signifying the world 
might toon come to an abrupt end. 


The bells clanged aa clergymen of iev« 


era! faiths propberlzed a doomed society 
of heathens bent on the destruction of all 
that Is sacred to dvlllzed man. 


They were preaching from a makeshift 


pulpit to more than 13,000 persons who 
took up most of the standing room that 
comprises the mall of the Civic Center 
Plata In Chicago. 


And while the ringing of the church 


belts somewhere in the distance coin- 
cided with the chastizing of the U.S. Su- 


preme Court's recent pro-abortion stand 
it provided a dramatic backdrop to Sat- 
urday's pro-life rally. 


IT WAS ESTIMATED that up to 2,000 


persons from the Northwest suburbs rode 
rented buses or joined car pools to attend 
the march and ceremony sponsored by 
several right to life committees whose 
concerted efforts brought an assemblage 
of religious and medical leaders and con- 
cerned citizens. 


The mass protest was the first of Its 


kind In the nation since the Supreme 
Court's Jan. 22 ruling that struck down 
stale laws, including the one in effect In 
Illinois, that prohibit abortions during 
the first three months of pregnancy. Oth- 


er rallies are scheduled later In Washing- 
ton D.C., St. Louis and Philadelphia. 


It was an emotion-laden activity Satur- 


day that brought persons from surround- 
ing states to make themselves heard and 
seen. Particularly stirring were the 
many banners proclaiming that "abor- 
tion is morally wrong" and constitutes 
"murder." 


"Woman Has a Right To Her Body Un- 


less There Is Someone Living In It," as- 
serted one sign. 
t 


"COULD YOU LIVE With Murder On - 


Your Conscience?" asked a placard 
the same time. 


"The Unborn. Must They Die?" que- 


ried a third banner. 


"Richard Speck Lives Why Can't We?" 


pleaded another message with a picture 
of several babies on It 


The speakers were equally moving in 


their arguments that abortion is nothing 
more than "the slaughter of Innocent 
babies and a hideous crime, whether or 
not abortion Is legal or illegal" 


"ALL HUMAN LIFE Is given by God 


and Is, therefore, sacred and cannot be 
taken with impugnity," said one clergy- 
man. "The Roman Catholic Church is not 
the only group in the country opposed to 
abortion. Jews and Christians are too," 
he said. - 


"Just because of this ruling five mil- 


lion unborn babies, five million fellow 


Americans, will be killed In the first year 
of the Supreme Court ruling," warned 
another cleric while holding up a life-size 
model of a 3-month-old fetus. 


"Doctors throughout the country are 


now waiting to turn on their suction ma- 
chines to kill babies for the bargain rate 
of 1125," he continued. "That's $625 mil- 
lion in gross receipts. We cannot say, 
'Father, forgive them for they know not 
what they do,' because these medical 
prostitutes know what they are doing." 


"After 200 years we have become a 


Pagan country," said a doctor speaking 
out against abortion. "To every woman 
Involved in a pregnancy we ask her to 


choose life. Adoption Is better than dis- 
memberment There are better alterna- 
tives to abortion." 


"SIX MONTHS AGO the Supreme 


Court killed the death penalty," said an- 
other speaker. "Now they have signed a 
death warrant for millions of babies." He 
then listed the names of each of the sev- 
en justices who voted in the majority 
(two justices voted against) and each 
name was booed. One woman in the au- 
dience, when she heard the name of Jus- 
tice William Brennan, exclaimed, "Lei's 
excommunicate him!"

Tentative boundaries for a unit school 


district (grades kindergarten through 12) 
will be voted on Thursday by the Citi- 
zens' Reorganization Study Committee 
for Elk Grove Township Dlst 59. 


The committee, which is studying the 


feasibility of forming a unit district, will 
vole on five boundary proposals dis- 
cussed last week, by the group. The 
group's five subcommittees will then 
make an In-depth study on the boundary 
or boundaries the group feels would be 
most suitable to a unit district. 


"After studying It, the subcommittees 


could come back and suggest we refine 
the boundary," said George Coney, gen- 
eral chairmen of the committee. "And 
once we've decided on a possible bound- 
ary, then comes the time to say 'Do we 
want a unit district?'" 


The flvfe boundary proposals are: 
• An Elk Grove Village unit, formed 


by splitting the present Dlst 69 along the 
Northwest Tollway. 


• A unit of the present boundaries of 


Dlst. 59. 


• A unit of the attendance boundaries 


of the four southern high schools In Dlst. 
214; Elk Grove, Forest View, Rolling 
Meadows and Prospect High Schools. 


• Making Dlst 214 a unit district. 
• A unit of the attendance boundaries 


of three of the four southern 214 high 
schools; Elk Grove, Forest View and 
Prospect or Rolling Meadows. 


THE FIRST FOUR proposals were 


contained In a report drawn up two 
weeks ago by the steering committee, 
composed of chairmen of the group's five 
subcommittees.

Atcher pledges support of schools 


Full support to Dlst. 54 has been 


pledged by Schaumburg Mayor Robert 
0. Atchcr. Atchcr's promise came during 
a m e e t i n g Saturday between the 
Schaumburg Village Board and the Dlst 
54 Board of Education. 


Atcher sounded a note of caution, how- 


ever, after the meeting when ho said his 
village may still go ahead with its study 
to determine the financial impact of 
creating a separate school district for 
Schaumburg by withdrawing from Dist. 
54. 


However, after Saturday's fact and 


problem trading session between the two 
boards, the following measures will be 
taken to ascertain a good working rela- 
tionship between the boards. 


ATCHER HAS pledged: 
—To convince builders who come In 


with a new development to pick up the 
approximately $60-a-year busing bill for 
each student that comes Into tho school 
district from their development until a 
school is built in that area. 


—Obtain school sites where needed. 


-Work with the school district to find 


out If builders could loan the school 
board the money it needs to educate chil- 
dren from the new development during 
that first 18 months before tax revenues 
from the development start coming to 
the district 


—To work closely with the district to 


rewrite the district's present builder do- 
nation guidelines and finalize Dlst 54's 
master plan. 


Dianne Marks, Dist 54 board presi- 


dent, had arranged the meeting to dis- 
cuss the future association of Dlst 54 
and Schaumburg after the village ap- 
proved two developments without seek- 
ing any site or cash donation for the 
school district. 


IN THE PAST, Schaumburg as well as 


other villages in the district, conformed 
with the guidelines drawn up by the 
school district two years ago. 


Atcher said the cash donation from a 


builder is a "drop in the bucket" com- 
pared to the tax benefits the devel- 
opment ultimately brings to the school 


district He said he could not understand 
the district's concern over such a small 
amount when the eventual benefits were 
considered. 


Board Pres. Marks assured Atcher the 


district was grateful for the tax benefits 
developments In Schaumburg bring to 
the whole district, but pointed out that 
the tax lag was a real problem. 


She explained that the school district 


can well handle the task of educating 
children from Its tax monies. "But when 
it takes almost 18 months for the tax 
money to come to the district from a de- 
velopment, children from that devel- 
opment must still be educated during 
that time. That's when we run Into 
trouble, she said. 


ATCIIER'S SUGGESTION that the 


builders be asked If they would like to 
loan the money to the district Instead of 
the district going to tax anticipation war- 
rants to pay its bills until tax money 
comes In, was greeted enthusiastically 
by the school board. 


The mayor pledged to help the district 


find out if such a system could be in- 


stituted. He added that several builders 
have made the offer. Atcher also offered 
to support legislation that would do away 
with the tax lag. 


The session ended with mutual pledges 


of cooperation. 


Atcher bemoaned the fact that dero- 


gatory remarks about the school board 
and village board had been Issued and 
reported by the press. 


"SOMETIMES WE say things we don't 


really mean when we are hurt or angry 
and In this case I think that could have 
happened," said Atcher. 


"Let's now work together for the best 


education possible for our children," said 
the mayor. 


Asked after the meeting if the pledge 


of full support affected the village's deci- 
sion to seek a separate district study At- 
cher said, "It depends on whether the 
school board and administrators remem- 
ber to pat Schaumburg on the back once 
in a while when we help out" 


He added "the village probably will 


still conduct the study in any case to find 
out the financial facts."

"Equality of rights under the law shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United

Rep.- D>cr. called the amendment 


simple and tho only means by which 
equality for all could be a reality. 


She urged those present not to confuse 


tho amendment calling for women's 
rights, with woman's lib movements. 
"The omcndmenct will liberate but It 
will liberate both men and women," said 
Rep. Dyer.

She said the amendment will not affect

The Elk Groxc Vlllago Plan Commis- 


sion has been asked by a village trustee 
to expound on the commission's reasons 
for rejecting a petition for rezonlng of a 
20-acrc site cast of Mcacham Road and a 
half-mile north of Ncrgo Road for a $6.5 
million apartment complex.

for Elk Grove Village points out that In 
the recent concern o\er the quality of the 
environment, " . . . emphasis has been 
placed on man's negative effect on his 
environment. In truth, it is a reciprocal 
process. What man docs to his environ- 
ment as he moves Into, develops and 
IKcs on a piece of land will ultimately 
have Its effect on him." 


For example, points out the survey, in- 


creasing the density of Industry In an 
area without considering the effect on 
the environment Increases air and water 
pollution which In turn Increases the rate 
of disease. 


The comprehensive health plan, aj 


called for In the survey, would Include 
the environment as a factor In the health 
of a community. 


IF ELK GROVE Village Is to maintain 


a high let el of good health, merely reac- 
ting to environmental problems as they 
arise Is not enough. What Is needed is to 
prevent the occurrence of such problems, 
according to the survey. 


The survey lists three causes of poten- 


tial environmental damage: land use, the 
basic layout of the community; land de- 
velopment, how specific parcels of land 
are built and maintained; and trans* 
portatlon systems. Failure to consider 
th« Impact these areas can have on the 
environment leads to water, air, solid 
waste, noise and visual pollution. 


With proper planning, the survey's 


w r i t e r ! maintain, harmful environ- 
mental effects can be eliminated or re- 
duced to a controllable minimum. With- 
out planning, environmental damage 
could be Irreparable. 


Pollution can affect Elk Grove Village 


from sources beyond the village limits. 
For these problems, the survey recom- 
mends that the village establish close 
working relationships with county, state 
and federal environmental agencies. 


THE VILLAGE CAN. however, control 


pollution within Its municipal limits since 
It has direct control over Its land me, 
land development and transporatlon sys- 
tems. 


Elk Grove Vlllago already has the 


benefits of some planning because tho 
village was nnc of tho first planned de- 
velopments In the country. Residential 
sections arc separated from heavy Indus- 
trial areas; small, commercial business- 
es arc scattered throughout the village, 
not bunched together in a congestion- 
c a u s i n g , environmentally-damaging 
"downtown"; heavy truck and automo- 
bile traffic Is routed around Uic village; 
some environmental factors such as soil 
testing, sewage removal and water sup- 
plies are considered In any proposed vil- 
lage development. 


As a result of such planning, Elk 


Grove Village has no major pollution 
problems within the village limits. The 
survey says what is needed to Insure pol- 
lution control is a more complete plan- 
ning system, one that guarantees: 


• healthful air, water and living condi- 


tions. 


• quality construction and land use. 
• protection from noise, crowding, ug- 


liness and waste. 


• adequate recreational facilities. 
To reach these goals, points out the 


survey, consideration must be given, pri- 
or to permitting any land development! 
the existing natural resources and the 
full Impact the finished development will 
have on them. 


PROPER MAINTENANCE of land and 


structures is needed for continued con- 
trol of pollution. To Insure that mainte- 
nance would require adding natural re- 
sources data and environment-related or- 
dinances Into the present building code. 
The code now provides little control over 
pollution beyond certain "nuisance" ordi- 
nances. 


Currently, the only consideration given 


village transportation systems is that of 


fire hazards and safety of residents. En- 
vironmental factors have been, however, 
implicitly considered. 


Tho survey recommends that trans- 


portation systems be considered for the 
environmental effect they can have 
through: 
• vehicle emissions. 


• water runoff from paved roads. 
• road surface quality and safety con- 


siderations. 


• noise. 
• pedestrian and neighborhood dis- 


turbance and dangers. 


• consumption of land and fuel re- 


sources. 


The survey recommends that the vil- 


lage continue its study of a village trans- 
portation system and support studies for 
a metropolitan transit system for the 
Chicago area. 


None of the specific recommendations 


In the survey for land use, land devol- 
o p m c n t, and transportation 
apply 


directly to the village board of health 
and the health department. Rather, they 
Involve agencies having direct control 
over land and transportation within the 
village: the village board, plan commis- 
sion and the Elk Grove Park District. 


tal Licensing Board. The board is an ad- 
visory body to the director, who has the 
final decision on all licensing requests.

committee was used to fund a com- 
prehensive study of the health needs of 
this area. 


The results of the study, which recom- 


mended another hospital site, different 
from the hospital site in Schaumburg 
Road, has sparked some controversy. 
The state hospital licensing board de- 
cided last month to wait until the report 
was concluded before taking action on 
the hospital request for permits to build 
the Schaumburg facility. 


The Northwest Cook County Health 


Need Study Committee has Indicated 
that it intends to plan further health 
studies for this area.

15,000 protest signing 'death warrant91 for unborn babies

The church belb seemed to be chiming 


a death knell. • mournful, ominous, 
warning sound signifying the world 
might soon come to an abrupt end. 


The bells clanged as clergymen of sev- 


eral faiths propheslted a doomed society 
of heathens bent on the destruction of all 
that Is sacred to clvlllied man. 


They were preaching from a makeshift 


pulpit to more than 15,000 persons who 
took up most of the standing room that 
comprises the mall of the Civic Center 
Plaza In Chicago. 


And while the ringing of the church 


bells somewhere In the distance coin- 
cided with the chastizing of the U.S. Su- 


preme Court's recent pro-abortion stand 
it provided a dramatic backdrop to Sat- 
urday's pro-life rally. 


IT WAS ESTIMATED that up to 2,000 


persons from the Northwest suburbs rode 
rented buses or Joined car pools to attend 
the march and ceremony sponsored by 
several right to life committees whose 
concerted efforts brought an assemblage 
of religious and medical leaders and con- 
cerned citizens. 


The moss protest was the first of its 


kind In the nation since the Supreme 
Court's Jan. 22 ruling that struck down 
state laws, including the one in effect In 
Illinois, that prohibit abortions during 
the first three months of pregnancy. Oth- 


er rallies are scheduled later In Washing- 
ton D.C., St. Louis and Philadelphia. 


It was an emotion-laden activity Satur- 


day that brought persons from surround- 
ing states to make themselves heard and 
seen. Particularly stirring were the 
many banners proclaiming that "abor- 
tion is morally wrong" and constitutes 
"murder." 


"Woman Has a Right To Her Body Un- 


less There Is Someone Living In It," as- 
serted one sign. 


"COULD YOU LIVE With Murder On 


Your Conscience?" 
asked a placard 


the same time. 


"The Unborn. Must They Die?" que- 


ried a third banner. 


"Richard Speck Lives Why Can't We?" 


pleaded another message with a picture 
of several babies on it 


The speakers were equally moving In 


their arguments that abortion is nothing 
more than "the slaughter of innocent 
babies and a hideous crime; whether or 
not abortion is legal or illegal." 


"ALL HUMAN LIFE is given by God 


and is, therefore, sacred and cannot be 
token with tmpugnlty," said one'clergy- 
man. "The Roman Catholic Church is not 
the only group in the country opposed to 
abortion. Jews and Christians are too," 
he said. 


"Just because of this ruling five mil- 


lion unborn babies, five million fellow 


Americans, will be killed hi the first year 
of the Supreme Court ruling," warned 
another cleric while holding up a life-size 
model of a 3-montb-old fetus. 


"Doctors throughout the country are 


now waiting to turn on their suction ma- 
chines to kill babies for the bargain rate 
of $125," he continued. "That's $625 mil- 
lion In gross receipts. We cannot say, 
'Father, forgive them for they know not 
what they do,' -because these medical 
prostitutes know what they are doing." 


"After 200 years we have become a 


Pagan country," said a doctor speaking 
out against abortion. "To every woman 
Involved In a pregnancy we ask her to 


choose life. Adoption Is better than dis- 
memberment There are better alterna- 
tives to abortion." 


"SIX MONTHS AGO the Supreme 


Court killed the death penalty," said an- 
other speaker. "Now they have signed a 
death warrant for millions of babies." He 
then listed the names of each of the sev- 
en justices who voted in the majority 
(two Justices voted against) and each 
name was booed. One woman in the au- 
dience, when she heard the name of Jus- 
tice William Brennan, exclaimed, "Let's 
excommunicate him!"

Library district may seek 
district-wide referendum 


Members of the newly formed Palatine 


Library District may be considering a 
district-wide referendum soon now that a 
site has been chosen for a new Palatine 
library. 


One of their first moves may bo a ref- 


erendum to widen both the library's In- 
fluence and tax base. By becoming a dis- 
trict library Instead of a village unit, li- 
brary officials could Incorporate town- 
ship residents currently without any 
regular library service. 


A IM-acre site on Benton Street Just 


south of Northwest Highway will bo the 
location of • new library, after village 
trustees approved the purchase In 
January. The current library Is at 149 N. 
Brockway St. 


District units are Independent from 


other local governments. Under Its cur- 
rent system, the Palatine Library oper- 
ates as a branch of the village govern- 
ment. Its taxes are Included in the vil- 
lage tax bill, so the only people that can 
legally bo Included as regular library pa- 
trons are the villagers. 


RESIDENTS OF Winston Knolls, In- 


verness and unincorporated areas of Pal- 
atine Township do not get direct library 
service. Instead, they pay $30 a year to 
use the Palatine facilities or go to other 
local libraries and pay those non-resident 
fees. Palatine villagers currently pay 3.1 
per cent of their total tax bill for the 
library. 


All residents to be Included In the new 


district would have to vote on the propos- 
al, which must be Initiated by the library 
board. 


If the Palatine library hopes to be- 


come a district unit, now is the most log- 
ical time for the vote before plans for tho 
new facility are finalized. Knowing how 
many people will be served'by the new 
library and approximately how much 
revenue will come from tho extended 
boundaries ore two crucial consid- 
erations before actually planning the 
structure. 


"Although we can start our planning 


within tho village boundaries, becoming 
a district would greatly affect our pro- 
gram," said administrative librarian 
Donna Grove. 


APPROXIMATELY eight libraries al- 


ready work under the district set-up, In- 
c l u d l n g Harrington, Wheeling and 
Roscllc. 


"You're making bigger libraries rather 


than so many small ones," Mrs. Grove 
said. "There aren't really that many ad- 
vantages to a village library. When they 
were being started, the village was the 
most logical place to begin." 


Now the scene has changed. Nearly 


10,000 people in Palatine Township live 
outside the library service areas of Pala- 
tine and Rolling Meadows. The new Pal- 
atine district would presumably serve all 
of Palatine Township except Rolling 
Meadows, which has Its own city library. 


Palatine Library Board members have 


expressed dissatisfaction In the past with 
being an arm of the village government. 
One attempt to purchase a library site on 
Smith Street was foiled last year when 
village trustees rejected the $140,000 pur- 
chase price as too high. And the area the 
library can serve Is limited to village 
boundaries. As a district, tho board could 


annex regions on the library's borders. 


The trend towards district libraries is 


apparently growing. And most attempts 
to pass a referendum forming a district 
have been successful. 


"I don't know of any place that has 


turned It down," Mrs. Grove said. 


IF THE library opts to try for a dis- 


trict referendum and It posses, more vot- 
ers would be Involved In a second refer- 
endum to approve funds to construct the 
new facility. 


The new building is likely to cost about 


$2V« million. When tho site was approved 
by village trustees In January, Library 
Board Pres. Dorothea GUpln said their 
aim was to hold the building referendum 
within a year. No architectural plans will 
be settled until a definite program Is 
written listing the type of population, 
area, and library standards desired In 
the building. 


A 20-year population growth will be 


part of the new library plans. Once the 
building referendum Is approved, con- 
struction is expected to take three years. 
And by the time the transfer Is com- 
pleted, nearly five years will be past, 
Mrs. Grove estimated. 


In recent years, Palatine's library has 


fallen behind Illinois library standards, 
primarily because cramped facilities 
limit the number of volumes that can be 
kept at the library. 
• 


The'current library is located In a re- 


modeled brick residence, formerly tho 
home of William Ost, one of the first 
trustees of the library. The library 
moved into the building in 19SB, then on 
addition was built to accommodate more 
books.

'Suburban Living9 still exists in Plum Grove Estates

Suburban living used to mean family 


homes nestled away from the noise and 
congestion of the city. For most subur- 
ban communities, however, that picture 
has changed with the migration of In- 
dustry and high-rise apartment com- 
plexes to the suburbs. 


Only few areas have not been touched 


by the change. One of them Is the ex- 
clusive Plum Grove Estates area In Pal- 


atine Township. Not only has the area 
avoided the suburban metamorphosis, 
but It has also resisted efforts toward 
even the basic step of Incorporation. 


SINCE 1957, when plans were finalized 


lo build the 142-unit development of 
$40,000 to $60,000 homes, attempts at in- 
corporation have always been short-lived 
at most and half-hearted at best. 


Several times In recent years, local 


municipalities have attempted to con- 


vince Plum Grove residents to annex to 
their towns. Roling Meadows Mayor Ro- 
land Meyer and Schaumburg Mayor Rob- 
ert Atcher both asked the Plum Grove 
Homeowners Association several years 
ago 
to discuss annexing and in- 


corporating the area to one of their 
towns. But the discussion never went be- 
yond the "talk" stage. 


IN 1969, when the Illinois General As- 


sembly entertained passage of a bill that 


would allow municipalities to annex con- 
tiguous unincorporated areas by ordi- 
nance, an outcry erupted in the Estates 
community. 


Delegates from the area were sent to 


Springfield to oppose the bill. Their ef- 
forts, In part, helped kill the measure 
when it was referred to committee for 
further study In 1970. 


Since then, there has been no con- 


certed effort by any surrounding town to 


incorporate the area, nor are there plans 
at present, for Plum Grove Estates to 
incorporate itself into a separate village. 


The reason, says Norbert Hladllek, 


president of the Plum Grove Home- 
owners Association, Is that residents arc 
happy with the way things are now. 


"We have no water problems, and we 


are part of the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District system so there are no sanitation 
problems at the moment. If we did have 


problems, I suppose we might consider 
more seriously whether to Incorporate or 
annex," Hladllek said. 


He admits that annexation has always 


been mentioned by other towns, even 
though the residents of the community 
are content with their current status. 
Part of the reason the area would be a 
valuable addition to a town Is the ex- 
tremely high value of homes and proper-

Officials 
debate Equal Rights 


"Sex" became a dictionary exercise 


Friday as equal rights for women was 
halfheartedly debated during a meeting 
of the Regular Republican Organization 
of Schaumburg Township. 


State Representatives Robert S. Juck- 


ctt R-Mth and Henry Hyde, R-16th, spoke 
in opposition of the proposed equal rights 
amendment to the constitution, now be- 
fore the Illinois General Assembly for 
ratification. 


Proponents of the equal rights amend- 


ment were State Representatives Giddy 
Dyer R-llst of Hlnsdale and Bradley 
Glass. R-tit Northflcld. 


Juckett and Hyde called the amend- 


ment Itself confusing Hyde said use of 
the word "sex" in the amendment makes 
it mean many things. 
. "Depending on who you ask, sex Is a 
lot of things," Hyde said. "In the dic- 
tionary, It's described as sexual grat- 
ification, the distinction or division of or- 
ganisms distinguished as male or fcmnlo 
or anything connected with the urge for 
reproduction.

"NOW I AM NOT ABOUT TO support 


something that is that vague," Hyde 
said. 


The amendment as proposed reads 


"Equality of rights under the law shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United 
Stales or by any state on account of 
sex." 


Rep. Dyer, called the amendment 


simple and the only means by which 
equality for all could be a reality. 


She urged those present not to confuse 


the amendment calling for women's 
rights, with woman's lib movements. 
"The amcndmcnct will liberate but 'it 
will liberate both men and women," said' 
Rep. Dyer. 


IN THE legal sense women arc non- 


persons when they marry and two be- 
come one, the one they become Is him," 
said Rep. Dyer. 


She said the amendment will not affect 


private lives and social customs as Hyde 
and Juckett said it might. 


Rep. Dyer said It would not take wom- 


en out of the home but would give dignity 
to the important roles of mother and 
housewife. 


She countered Hyde's statement that 


women would be drafted and brutalized 
by a military training and combat by 
pointing out that congress now has the 
power to draft women if it wishes to do 
so. 


''YET THEY NEVER have and with 


the abolishment of the draft and estab- 
lishing of a volunteer army this Is not a 
fear now," said Dyer. 


"What about the protection women 


now have from heavy work, dangerous 
and unpleasant jobs?" asked Hyde. 


"Rubbish," said Dyer, "The protective 


legislation just keeps women working In 
the sweat shop assembly line Instead of 
allowing her to become a foreman or go- 
ing upward to the administrative and ex- 
ecutive positions."

Members of an alleged $2 million he- 


roin smuggling ring Indicted last week 
were described as "amateurs" Friday by 
a top federal drug official. 


Sixteen persons were named in the In- 


dictments, which' pinpointed DCS Plalncs 
as a distribution point for the ring. 


"It's Interesting that most members of 


this group arc amateurs," said J. Mi- 
chael Fltzslmmons, regional director of 
the Office For Drug Abuse Law Enforce- 
ment. "There are no professional crime 
figures, no names you would recognize In 
the list." 


"It just goes to show what you can 


do," he said. 


Federal officials cracked the ring last 


fall when Richard J. Kuncy, 37, of Sacra- 
mento, Calif., sold three kilograms of he- 
roin to an ODLEA agent at the DCS 
Plalncs Holiday Inn, Mannheim Road 
and Touhy Avenue. 


None of the ring members named lived 


In Des Plaincs. "This Is a very mobile 
operation. The people came from all 
over. One place they chose for dis- 
tribution was the Chicago area — DCS 
Plaincs and Elgin," Fitzsimmons said. 


OTHER CITIES where the drugs were 


sold Included Los Angeles, Indianapolis 
and Hammond, Ind., and Phoenix, Ariz. 


The DCS Plalncs heroin sale led to a 


tie-In with Indiana drug traffic, Fitzsim- 
mons said. 


ODLEA agents had arrested Richard 


Maxwell, 30, of Indianapolis, Ind., one of 
those indicted and an alleged ring mem- 
ber, for an earlier drug sale. "At that 
time, we didn't realize the tie-In between 
Maxwell and the others," Fitzsimmons 
said. 


The ring started three years ago In 


South Vietnam, he said. "At that time 
there were two or three members." 


The original group Included civilians, 


employed by N. H. A. Inc., of Ft. Worth, 
Tex., a firm that services military hel- 
icopters. Ring organizers began smuggl-' 
Ing heroin into the U. S. in television pic- 
ture tubes built in South Vietnam. The 
tubes were shipped into the U. S. via Mil- 
itary Assistance Command shuttle flights 
to California. 


The indictments, returned by a federal 


grand jury in Chicago, name 11 Ameri- 
cans, four India nationals and a Viet- 
namese woman and allege that the con- 
spiracy began hi October, 1971. About 
7.65 pounds of heroin, 90 per cent pure, 
was smuggled Into the U. S. by the ring, 
the Indictments charge.

Study group to weigh unit boundaries 


Tentative boundaries for a unit school 


district (grades kindergarten through 12) 
will be voted on Thursday by the Citi- 
zens' Reorganization Study Committee 
for Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. 


The committee, which is studying the 


feasibility of forming a unit district, will 
vote on five boundary proposals dis- 
cussed last week, by the' group. The 
group's five subcommittees will then 
make an In-depth study on the boundary 
or boundaries the group feels would be 
most suitable to a unit district. 


"After studying It, the subcommittees 


could come back and suggest we refine 
the boundary," said George Coney, gen- 
eral chairmen of the committee. "And 
once we've decided on a possible bound- 
ary, then comes the time to say 'Do we 
want a unit district?'-" 


The five boundary proposals arc: 
• An Elk Grove Village unit, formed 


by splitting the present Dist. 59 along the 
Northwest Tollway. 


• A unit of the present boundaries of 


DIM. 59. 


• A unit of the attendance boundaries 


of the four southern high schools In Dist. 
214; Elk Grave, Forest View, Rolling 
Meadows and Prospect High Schools. 


• Making Dist 214 a unit district. 
• A unit of the attendance boundaries 


of three of the four southern 214 high 
schools; Elk Grove, Forest View and 


Prospect or Rolling Meadows. 


THE FIRST FOUR proposals were 


contained In a report drawn up two 
weeks ago by the steering committee, 
composed of chairmen of the group's five 
subcommittees. Dfst. 59 Supt. James Er- 
vlti, a unit district advocate, was present 
at the meeting. The last proposal came 
out of discussion at a meeting of the citi- 
zen's group last week where members 
discussed the pros and cons of each pro- 
posal. 


Nlta Stamm, a member of thic state 


and legal aspects subcommittee, said she 
objected to Ervltl being present at the 
meeting since he was not a part of the 
steering committee. 
However, Coney 


stressed that "Ervltl did not join In any 
discussions of the boundaries." He also 
said Ervitl had not been Invited to the 
meeting. 


William Garvcy, a steering committee 


member, said the proposals In the report 
were the ones most often discussed by 
the entire committee in the past. 


Discussion of pros and cons came after 


the committee voted overwhelmingly to 
continue Its feasibility study despite a 
recommendation from the state and legal 
aspects subcommittee to drop it. The 
subcommittee 
proposed the 
citizens 


group join with High School Dist. 214 in a 
similar study. 


THE SUBCOMMITTEE also recom- 


mended that the Dist. '59 study be sus- 
pended until two court cases that could 
change the financing of unit and dual dis- 
tricts arc decided. The cases challenge 
the constitutionality of the disparities in 
financing. 


Coney said he favored continuing the 


study. He said if the court come out and 
declared that the current financing was 
constitutional, "We could be losing $2.1 
million a year for a unit district based 
somewhat on Dist. 59 boundaries." 


The finance committee reported that 


Dist. 59 as a unit district would be en- 
titled to about $4.5 million of a fit mil- 
lion cash surplus In Dist. 214. However, 
the committee reported "a more realis- 
tic" estimate would be $2.6 million. 


"I think we are concerned with trying to 


evolve the best format for a unit district 
with Dist. 59 in mind. I fall to see how 
cooperation hi Dist. 214 will benefit us. 
Dist. 214 can't have anything but an an- 
tagonistic attitude to a favorable report 
of our committee concerning unit dis- 
tricts," said James Sheldon, member of 
the state and legal aspects subcom- 
mittee. 


The citizen's group did decide to send 


a representative to the meeting of the 
Dist. 214 committee on unit districts. 
Members felt they could more easily ob- 
tain needed Information for their own 
study by attending the meeting.

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15,000 protest signing 'death warrant9 for unborn babies

The church belli seemed to be chiming 


a death knell, a mournful, ominous, 
warning sound signifying the world 
might soon come to an abrupt end. 


The bells clanged as clergymen of sev- 


eral faiths prophesUed a doomed society 
of heathens bent on the destruction of all 
that Is sacred to civilized man. 


They were preaching from a makeshift 


pulpit to more than 15,000 persons who 
took up most of the standing room that 
comprises the mall of the Civic Center 
Plaza In Chicago. 


And while the ringing of the church 


bells somewhere In the distance coin- 
cided with the chastizing of the U.S. Su- 


preme Court's recent pro-abortion stand 
it provided a dramatic backdrop to Sat- 
urday's pro-life rally. 


IT WAS ESTIMATED that up to 2,000 


persons from the Northwest suburbs rode 
rented buses or joined car pools to attend 
the march and ceremony sponsored by 
several right to life committees whose 
concerted efforts brought an assemblage 
of religious and medical leaders and con- 
cerned citizens. 


The mass protest was the first of Its 


kind in the nation since the Supreme 
Court's Jan. 22 ruling that struck down 
state laws, Including the one In effect In 
Illinois, that prohibit abortions during 
the first three months of pregnancy. Oth- 


er rallies are scheduled later in Washing- 
ton D.C., St. Louis and Philadelphia. 
• 


It was an emotion-laden activity Satur- 


day that brought persons from surround- 
ing states to make themselves heard and 
seen. .Particularly stirring were the 
many banners proclaiming that "abor- 
tion Is morally wrong" and constitutes 
"murder." 


"Woman Has a Right To Her Body Un- 


less There Is Someone Living In It," as- 
serted one sign. 


"COULD YOU LIVE With Murder On 


Your Conscience?" asked a placard 
the same time. 


"The Unborn. Must They Die?" que- 


ried a third banner.

"Richard Speck Lives Why Can't We?" 


pleaded another message with a picture 
of several babies on It 


The speakers were equally moving in 


their arguments that abortion. Is nothing 
more than "the slaughter of innocent 
babies and a hideous crime, whether or 
not abortion Is legal or Illegal." 


"ALL HUMAN LIFE Is given by God 


an'd is, therefore, sacred and cannot be 
taken with Impugnlty," said one clergy- 
man. "The Roman Catholic Church Is not 
the only group in the country opposed to 
abortion. Jews and Christians are too," 
he sold. 


"Just because of this ruling five mil- 


•lion unborn babies, five million fellow 


Americans, will be killed in the first year 
of the Supreme Court ruling," warned 
another cleric while holding up a life-size 
model of a 3-month-old fetus. 


"Doctors throughout the country are 


now waiting to turn on their suction ma- 
chines to kill babies for the bargain rate 
of $125," he continued. "That's $625 mil- 
lion In gross receipts. We cannot say, 
'Father, forgive them for they know not 
what they do,' because these medical 
prostitutes know what they ore doing." 


"After 200 years we have become a 


Pagan country," said a doctor speaking 
out against abortion. "To every woman 
involved in a pregnancy we ask her to 


choose life. Adoption Is better than dis- 
memberment. There are better alterna- 
tives to abortion." 


"SIX MONTHS AGO .the Supreme 


Court killed the death penalty," said an- 
other speaker. "Now they have signed a 
' death warrant for millions of babies." He 


then listed the names of each of the sev- 
en justices who voted In the majority 
(two justices voted against) and each 
name was booed.

Youth referral program gains fame, recognition 


When the Rolling Meadows Youth Re- 


ferral Committee was organized two 
years ago to serve troubled teens In the 
area, publicity-seeking was not to be part 
of Its program. 


Today that policy has 
been 
In- 


voluntarily altered by an uncontrollable 
circumstance — success. 


"It was not our intention to toot our 


horn In the beginning, to publicize when- 
ever wo helped someone," Police Chief 
Lewis Case, a member of the program's 
executive committee, said last week. 


Now, however, the program Is being ac- 


claimed in no less than two books, a col- 
lego medical newspaper, a recent meet- 
ing of the Chicago Association of City 
Managers, a Cook County Sheriff's semi- 
nar on youth, and a national magazine. 


The program provides referral service 


through the police, local churches, and 
schools for prc-adolcsccnts and adoles- 
cents who have manifested problems in 
school or at home. 


THE TEENS arc seen weekly at the 


Northwest Human Resources Devel- 
opment Center for therapy geared to- 
ward their problem and age level. 


The program can also direct Individ- 


uals to agencies that handle social or 
family problems when the program Itself 
cannot provide adequate assistance. 


The books which will discuss the pro- 


gram Include ono being written by psy- 
chologist Thomas Jauch, director of 
NHRDC, and also a member of the refer- 
ral group's executive committee. The 
book, which will deal with community 
mental health, will devote on entire 
chapter to tho Rolling Meadows pro- 
gram. 


Another recently published book which 


deals with group therapy also refers to 
the program's work. Its author, psy- 
chiatrist Dr. William Bauer, plans to 
elaborate on the program and the book 
during a lecture Feb. 15 for tho com- 
mittee. 


The Loyola University Medical School 


newspaper recently carried a story de- 
scribing the program's operation, ac- 
cording to Bob Greco, assistant adminis- 
ter for NHRDC. 


CITY MGR. James Watson has said 


that at a recent city manager's con- 
vention he attended In Chicago, the pro- 
gram received praise and, In Watson's 
opinion, seemed to prompt what may be 
"a snowball effect in gaming accept- 
ance." 


Finally, 3 million readers of Woman's 


Day magazine will be exposed to the 
Rolling Meadows program In an up- 
coming Issue which will contain an ar- 
ticle written by Jauch. 


The success of the program, which 


harnesses NHRDC facilities and tho ca- 
pabilities of professionals and trained 
volunteers in helping emotionally dis- 
turbed and troubled youth, lies In great 
part on the willingness of city officials 
and local clergymen to work together 


without reliance on elaborate funding or 
administrative detail. 


The referral program's "hotline" costs 


nothing because it already existed in tho 
city before the program was begun. The 
"hotline" Is the police department. When 
expenses have to be paid for professional 
counseling or psychiatric therapy pro- 
vided to a youth, the city foots the bill. 


But the effectiveness of the program 


probably lies for the most part, in the 
dedication of trained volunteers who 
handle the bulk of referral cases. Ac- 
cording to Greco, their work Is vital to 
the program. 


"SOMETIMES A volunteer lay person 


can do a better job than a professional In 
relating to a kid's problem," Greco said. 
"So often a child gets caught up In the 
system like in the juvenile court. What 
happens is, like a sanitation department, 
we throw away kids," the former proba- 
tion officer added. 


"Tho answer lies with the community 


in a program like this. The program ac- 
tually came out In 1961 with President 
Kennedy," he said. "It was then that the 
realization came that efforts should be 
d i r e c t e d toward community mental 
health. There aren't that many commu- 
nities that do this. This Is an action-ori- 
ented program. There are things going 
on and things being accomplished." 


Greco said the program's philosophy Is 


simple. "Being Involved Is the name of 
the game," he said. "Most teens are 
looking for purpose and direction. They 
need goals. Those goals used to be mak- 
ing the football team. Today that has 
gone down the drain." 


Guiding disturbed teens back toward a 


self-redeeming sense of purpose Is the 
answer to even the most critical current 
youth problem, drugs, Greco said. Pro- 
viding that guidance Is the program's 
aim and is the reason Rolling Meadows 
has been termed in Jauch's book, "the 
city that cores."

Officials debate Equal Rights 


"Sex" became a dictionary exercise 


Friday as equal rights for women was 
halfheartedly debated during a meeting 
of the Regular Republican Organization 
of Schaumburg Township. 


State Representatives Robert S. Jiick- 


ctt R-Uth and Henry Hyde, R-lGlh, spoke 
in opposition of the proposed equal rights 
amendment to the constitution, now be- 
fore the Illinois General Assembly for 
ratification. 


Proponents of the equal rights amend- 


ment were State Representatives Giddy 
Dyer'R-llst of Hlnsdale and Bradley 
Glass, R-lst Northficld. 


Juckett and Hyde called the amend- 


ment itself confusing Hyde said use of 
the word "sex" in tho amendment makes 
it mean many things. 


"Depending on who you ask, sex is a 


lot of things," Hyde said. "In the die- 
tlonnry. It's described as sexual grat- 
ification, the distinction or division of or- 
ganisms distinguished as male or female 
or anything connected with the urge for 
reproduction. 


"NOW I AM NOT ABOUT TO support 


something that Is that vague," Hyde 
said. 


The amendment as proposed reads 


"Equality of rights under the law shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any slate on account of 
sex." 


Rep, Dyer, called the amendment 


simple and the only means by which 
equality for all could be a reality. 


She urged those present not to confuse 


the amendment calling for women's 
rights, with woman's lib movements. 
"The amcndmcnot will liberate but it 
will liberate both men and women," said 
Rep. Dyer. 


IN THE legal sense women arc non- 


persons when they marry and two be- 
come one, the one they become is him," 
said Rep. Dyer. 


She said the amendment will not affect 


private lives and social customs as Hyde 
and Juckett said it might. 


Rep. Dyer said It would not take wom- 


en out of the homo but would give dignity 
to the important roles of mother and 
housewife. 


She countered Hyde's statement that 


women would bo drafted and brutalized 
by a military training and combat by 
pointing out that congress now has the 
power to draft women if it wishes to do 
so. 


"YET THEY NEVER have and with 


the abolishment of the draft and estab- 
lishing of a volunteer army this is not a 
fear now," said Dyer. 


"What about the protection women 


now have from heavy work, dangerous' 
and unpleasant jobs?" asked Hyde. 


"Rubbish," said Dyer, "The protective 


legislation just keeps women working in 
the sweat shop assembly line Instead of 
allowing her to become a foreman or go- 
ing upward to the administrative and ex- 
ecutive positions."

Members of an alleged $2 million he- 


roin smuggling ring indicted last week 
were described as "amateurs" Friday by 
a top federal drug official. 


Sixteen persons were named in the in- 


dictments, which pinpointed Dos Plaincs 
as a distribution point for the ring. 


"It's interesting that most members of 


this group arc amateurs," said J. Mi- 
chael Fitzsimmons, regional director of 
the Office For Drug Abuse Law Enforce- 
ment. "There arc no professional crime 
figures, no names you would recognize In 
tho list." 


"It just goes to show what you can 


do," he said. 


Federal officials cracked the ring last 


fall when Richard J. Kuncy, 37, of Sacra- 
mento, Calif., sold three kilograms of he- 
roin to an ODLEA agent at the DCS 
Plaincs Holiday Inn, Mannheim Road 
and Touhy Avenue. 


None of the ring members named lived 


in DCS Plaincs. "Tills Is a very mobile 
operation, The people came from all 
over. One place they chose for dis- 
tribution was the Chicago area - DCS 
Plaincs and Elgin," Fitzsimmons said. 


OTIIEK CITIES where the drugs were 


sold Included Los Angeles, Indianapolis 
and Hammond, Ind,, and Phoenix, Ariz. 


The DCS Plaincs heroin sale led to a 


tie-in with Indiana drug traffic, Fitzsim- 
mons said. 


ODLEA agents had arrested Richard 


Maxwell, 30, of Indianapolis, Ind., one of 
those indicted and an alleged ring mem- 
ber, for an earlier drug sale. "At that 
time, we didn't realize the tie-in between 
Maxwell and the others," Fitzsimmons 
said. 


The ring started three years ago in 


South Vietnam, he said. "At that time 
there were two or three members." 


The original group included civilians, 


employed by N. H. A. Inc., of Ft. Worth, 
Tex., a firm that services military hel- 
icopters. Ring organizers began smuggl- 
ing heroin into the U. S. in television pic- 
ture tubes built in South Vietnam. The 
tubes were shipped into the U. S. via Mil- 
itary Assistance Command shuttle flights 
to California. 


The indictments, returned by a federal 


grand jury In Chicago, name 11 Ameri- 
cans, four India nationals and a Viet- 
namese woman and allege that the con- 
spiracy began in October, 1971. About 
7.C5 pounds of heroin, 90 per cent pure, 
was smuggled into the U. S. by the ring, 
the Indictments charge.

Study group to weigh unit boundaries 


Tentative boundaries for a unit school 


district (grades kindergarten through 12) 
will be voted on Thursday by the Citi- 
zens' Reorganization Study Committee 
for Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59. 


The committee, which Is studying the 


feasibility of forming a unit district, will 
vote on five boundary proposals dis- 
cussed last week, by the group. The 
group's five subcommittees will then 
make an In-depth study on the boundary 
or boundaries the group feels would be 
most suitable to a unit district. 


"After studying it, the subcommittees 


could come back and suggest we refine 
the boundary," said George Coney, gen- 
eral chairmen of the committee. "And 
once we've decided on a possible bound- 
ary, then comes the time to say 'Do we 
want a unit district?' " 


The five boundary proposals arc: 
• An Elk Grove Village unit, formed 


by splitting the present DUt. 59 along the 
Northwest Tollway. 


• A unit of the present boundaries of 


Dlst 59. 


• A unit of the attendance boundaries 


of the four southern high schools in Dial. 
21-1; Elk Grove, Forest View, Rolling 
Meadows and Prospect High Schools. 


• Making Dlst. 214 a unit district 
• A unit of the attendance boundaries 


of three of the four southern 214 high 
schools; Elk Grove, Forest View and 


Prospect or Rolling Meadows. 


THE FIRST FOUK proposals were 


contained in a report drawn up two 
weeks ago by the steering committee, 
composed of chairmen of the group's five 
subcommittees. Dist. 59 Supt James Er- 
viti, a unit district advocate, was present 
at the meeting. The last proposal came 
out of discussion at a meeting of the citi- 
zen's group last week where members 
, discussed the pros and cons of each pro- 
posal. 


Nlta Stamm, a member of the state 


and legal aspects subcommittee, said she 
objected to Ervltl being present at the 
meeting since he was not a part of the 
steering committee. However, Coney 
stressed that "Erviti did not join in any 
discussions of the boundaries." He also 
said Ervltl had not been invited to the 
meeting. 


William Garvcy, a steering committee 


member, said the proposals In the report 
were the ones most often discussed by 
the entire committee in the past 


Discussion of pros and cons came after 


the committee voted overwhelmingly to 
continue its feasibility study despite a 
recommendation from the state and legal 
aspects subcommittee to drop it The 
subcommittee proposed 
the 
citizens 


group join with High School Dist. 214 in a 
similar study. 


THE SUBCOMMITTEE also recom- 


mended that Uic Dlst. 59 study be sus- 
pended until two court cases that could 
change the financing of unit and dual dis- 
tricts arc decided. The cases challenge 
the constitutionality of the disparities in 
financing. 


Coney said he favored continuing the 


study. He said if the court came out and 
declared that the current financing was 
constitutional, "We could be losing S2.I 
million a year for a unit district based 
somewhat on Dist. 59 boundaries." 


The finance committee reported that 


Dlst. 59 as a unit district would be en- 
titled to about $4.5 million of a Jit mil- 
lion cash surplus in Dist. 214. However, 
the committee reported "a more realis- 
tic" estimate would be $2.6 million. 


"I think we arc concerned with trying to 


evolve the best format for a unit district 
with Dist. 59 in mind. I fail to sec how 
cooperation in Dist 214 will benefit us. 
Dist. 214 can't have anything but an an- 
tagonistic attitude to a favorable report 
of our committee concerning unit dis- 
tricts," said James Sheldon, member of 
the state and legal aspects subcom- 
mittee. 


The citizen's group did decide to send 


a representative to the meeting of the . 
Dist. 214 committee on unit districts. 
Members felt they could more easily ob- 
tain needed information for their own 
study by attending the meeting.

ert Atcher both asked the Plum Grove 
Homeowners Association several years 
ago to discuss annexing and in- 
corporating the area to one of their 
towns. But the discussion never went be- 
yond the "talk" stage. 


IN 1969. when the Illinois General As- 


sembly entertained passage of a bill that 
would allow municipalities to annex con- 
tiguous unincorporated areas by ordi- 
nance, an outcry erupted In the Estates 
community. 


Delegates from the area were sent to 


Springfield to oppose the bill. Their ef- 
forts, in part, helped kill the measure 
when it was referred to committee for 
further study in 1970. 


Since then, there has been no con- 


certed effort by any surrounding town to 
incorporate the area, nor are there plans 
at present, for Plum Grove Estates to 
incorporate itself into a separate village. 


The reason, says Norbert ffladilck, 


president of the Plum Grove Home- 
owners Association, is that residents arc 
happy with the way things are now. 


"We have no water problems, and wo 


arc part of the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District system so there are no sanitation 
problems at the moment If we did have 
problems, I suppose we might consider 
more seriously whether to Incorporate or 
annex," Hladllek said. 


He admits that annexation has always 


been mentioned by other towns, even 
though the residents of the community 
arc content with, their current status. 
Part of the reason the area would be a 
, valuable addition- to a town Is the ex- 


tremely high value of homes and proper- 
ty in the Estates. 


WHILE THE average value of a home 


in the community Is about $75,000, Hladi- 
lek said some of the homes have been 
put on the market for $85,000 to $90,000. 
"Some of the homes would be difficult to 
replace even at $150,000," he said. "I'm 
sure none of these homes would be avail- 
able for $50,000," he added. 


Perhaps because the area has man- 


aged to maintain its "rural atmosphere" 
the residents don't feel a desire to 
change, he said. "The general feeling 
has been to stay the way we are. Other 
areas have changed so much while the 
looks of our area has stayed the same. 
People like the rural atmosphere. Wheth- 
er that would change with incorporation, 
I don't know." 


"I gues the best way to explain it Is to 


compare it with the physics law of in- 
ertia," he said. "An object at rest wants 
to stay at rest." 


Another reason \vhy annexation has 


been resisted Is that no one has ever 
been able to cite the advantages to be 
gained by the residents through in- 
corporation into a town, he said. 


"That's probably the reason why we've 


remained at status quo," he said. "No- 
body has ever been able to lay down rea- 
sons to us as to why we should in- 
corporate. In all tho talk that has ever 
arisen on incorporation, the final out- 
come has always been 'let's stay the way 
we are, and we have."

The church belli seemed to be chiming 


a death knell, a mournful, ominous, 
warning, sound signifying the world 
might soon come to an abrupt end. 


The bells clanged as clergymen of sev- 


eral faiths propheslzed a doomed society 
of heathens bent on the destruction of all 
that Is sacred to civilized man. 


They were preaching from a makeshift 


pulpit to more than 15,000 persons who 
took up most of the standing room that 
comprises the mall of the Civic Center 
Plaza In Chicago. 


And while the ringing of the church 


bclU somewhere in the distance coin- 
cided with the chastizing of the U.S. Su- 


preme Court's recent pro-abortion stand 
It provided a dramatic backdrop to Sat- 
urday's pro-life rally. 


IT WAS ESTIMATED that up to 2,000 


persons from the Northwest suburbs rode 
rented buses or joined car pools to attend 
the march and ceremony sponsored by 
several right to life committees whoso 
concerted efforts brought an assemblage 
of religious and medical leaders and con- 
cerned citizens. 


The mass protest was the first of its 


kind in the nation since the Supreme 
Court's Jan. 22 ruling that struck down 
state laws, Including the one In effect In 
Illinois, that prohibit abortions during 
the first three months of pregnancy. Oth- 


er rallies are scheduled later In Washing- 
ton D.C., St. Louis and Philadelphia. 


It was an emotion-laden activity Satur- 


day that brought persons from surround- 
ing states to make themselves heard and 
seen. Particularly stirring were the 
many banners proclaiming that "abor- 
tion Is morally wrong" and constitutes 
"murder." 


"Woman Has a Right To Her Body Un- 


less There Is Someone Living In It," as- 
serted one sign. 


"COULD YOU LIVE With Murder On 


Your Conscience?" asked a placard 
the same time. 


"The Unborn. Must They Die?" que- 


ried a third banner. 


"Richard Speck Lives Why Can't We?" 


pleaded another message with a picture 
of several babies on it 


The speakers were equally moving In' 


their arguments that abortion is nothing 
more than "the slaughter of Innocent 
babies and a hideous crime, whether or 
not abortion Is legal or Illegal." 


i 
"ALL HUMAN LIFE Is given by God 


and is, therefore, sacred and cannot be 
taken with Impugnity," said one clergy- 
man. "The Roman Catholic Church Is not 
the only group In the country opposed to 
abortion. Jews and Christians are too," 
he said. 


"Just because of this ruling five mil- 


lion unborn babies, five million fellow 


Americans, will be killed in the first year 
of the Supreme Court ruling," warned 
another cleric while holding up a life-she 
model of a 3-month-old fetus. 


"Doctors throughout the country are 


now waiting to turn on their suction ma- 
chines to kill babies for the bargain rate 
of $125," he continued. "That's J625 mil- 
lion In gross receipts. We cannot say, 
'Father, forgive them for they know not 
what they do,' because these medical 
prostitutes know what they are doing." 


"After 200 years we have become a 


Pagan country," said a doctor speaking 
out against abortion. "To every woman 
Involved in a pregnancy we ask her to 


choose life. Adoption is better than dis- 
memberment. There are better alterna- 
tives to abortion." 


"SIX MONTHS ~AGO the Supreme 


Court killed the death penalty," said an- 
other speaker. "Now they have signed a 
death warrant for millions of babies." He 
then'listed the names of each of the sev- 
en justices who voted In the majority 
(two justices voted against) and each 
name was booed. One woman In the au- 
dience, when she heard the name of Jus- 
tice William Brennan, iwclalmed, "Let's 
excommunicate, him 1"

taken to ascertain a good working rela- 
tionship between the boards. 


ATCHER HAS pledged: 
—To convince builders who come In 


with a new development to pick up tho 
approximately IfiO-a-year busing bill for 
each student that comes Into the school 
district from their development until a 
school Is built In that area. 


—Obtain school sites where needed. 
-Work with the school district to find 


out If builders could loan the school 
board the money It needs to educate chil- 
dren from the new development during 
that first 18 months before tax revenues 
from the development start coming to 
the district. 


—To work closely with the district to 


rewrite the district's present builder do- 
nation guidelines and finalize Dlst. Si's 
master plan. 


Dlonne Marks, Dlst. 54 board presi- 


dent, had arranged the meeting to dis- 
cuss the future association of Dlst. 54 
and Schaumburg after the village ap- 
proved two developments without seek- 
ing any site or cash donation for the 
school district. 


IN THE PAST, Schaumburg as well as 


other villages In the district, conformed 
with tho guidelines drawn up by tho 
school district two years ago. 


Atcher said the cash donation from a 


builder Is a "drop In the bucket" com- 
pared to the tax benefits the devel- 
opment ultimately brings to the school 
district. He said he could not understand 


the district's concern over such a small 
amount when the eventual benefits were 
considered. 


Board Pros. Marks assured Atcher tho 


district was grateful for the tax benefits 
developments In Schaumburg bring to 
the whole district, but pointed out that 
the tax lag was a real problem. 


She explained that the school district 


can well handle tho task of educating 
children from Its tax monies. "But when 
it takes almost 18 months for the tax 
money to come to the district from a de- 
velopment, children from that devel- 
opment must still be educated during 
that time. That's when wo run Into 
trouble, sho said. 


ATCHER'S SUGGESTION that tho 


builders be asked If they would like to 
loan the money to the district Instead of 
the district going to tax anticipation war- 
rants to pay Its bills until tax money 
comes in, was greeted enthusiastically 
by the school board. 


The mayor pledged to help the district 


find out if such a system could be in- 
stituted. He added that several builders 
have made the offer. Atcher also offered 
to support legislation that would do away 
with the tax lag. 


The session ended with mutual pledges 


of cooperation. 


Atcher bemoaned the fact that dero- 


gatory remarks about tho school board 
and village board had been Issued and 
reported by the press. 


"SOMETIMES WE say things we don't 


really mean when wo are hurt or angry 
and In this case I think that could have 
happened," said Atcher. 


"Let's now work together for the best 


education possible for our children," said 
the mayor. 


Asked after the meeting If the pledge 


of full support affected the village's deci- 
sion to seek a separate district study At- 
cher said, "it depends on whether the 
school board and administrators remem- 
ber to pat Schaumburg on the back once 
In a while when we help out." 


He added "the village probably will 


still conduct the study In any case to find 
out the financial facts."

Officials 
debate Equal Rights 


"Sex" became a dictionary exercise 


Friday as equal rights for women was 
halfheartedly debated during a meeting 
of the Regular Republican Organization 
of Schaumburg Township. 


State Representatives Robert S. Juck- 


ctt R-14th and Henry Hyde, R-lGlh, spoke 
in opposition of the proposed equal rights 
amendment to the constitution, now be- 
fore the Illinois General Assembly for 
ratification. 


Proponents of the equal rights amend- 


ment were State Representatives Giddy 
Dyer R-tlst of Hlnsdale and Bradley 
Glass, R-lst Northficld. 


Juckctt and Hyde called the amend- 


ment Itself confusing Hyde said use of 
the word "sex" in the amendment makes 
it mean many things. 


"Depending on who you ask, sex is a 


lot of things," Hyde said. "In the die- 
tlonary, it's described as sexual grat- 
ification, the distinction or division of or- 
ganisms distinguished as male or female 
or anything connected with the urge for 
reproduction. 


"NOW I AM NOT ABOUT TO support 


something that Is that vague," Hyde 
said. 


Tho amendment as proposed reads 


"Equality of rights under the law shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any state on account of 
sex." 


Rep. Dyer, called the amendment 


simple and the only means by which 
equality for all could be a reality. 


She urged those present not to confuse 


the amendment calling for women's 
rights, with woman's lib movements. 


"The amendmenet will liberate but it 
will liberate both men and women," said 
Hep. Dyer. 


IN THE legal sense women arc non- 


persons when they marry and two be- 
come one, the one they become Is him," 
said Rep. Dyer. 


She said the amendment will not affect 


private lives and social customs as Hyde 
and Juckett said it might. 


Rep. Dyer said it would not take wom- 


en out of the home but would give dignity 
to the Important roles of mother and 
housewife. 


She countered Hyde's statement that 


women would be drafted and brutalized 
by a military training and combat by 
pointing out that congress now has the 
power to draft women If it wishes to do 
so. 


"YET THEY NEVER have and with 


the abolishment of the draft and estab- 
lishing of a volunteer army this Is not a 
fear now," said Dyer. 


"What about the protection women 


now have from heavy work, dangerous 
and unpleasant jobs?" asked Hyde. 


"Rubbish," said Dyer, "The protective 


legislation just keeps women working in 
the sweat shop assembly line instead of 
allowing her to become a foreman or go- 
ing upward to the administrative and ex- 
ecutive positions." 


"Men don't object to women staying 


home and lifting a 50-pound child, loads 
of wash or the garbage cans or working 
all night staying up with a sick child," 
she pointed out.

Individual guide program 
to include 4th-6ih grades 


Children in fourth through sixth grades 


next year at Hanover School in Hanover 
Park will be integrated into the individ- 
ually guided education program begun 
this year for the lower three grades. 


The Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 


board of education Thursday night ap- 
proved expansion of the program, which 
will permit this year's third-graders to 
continue with IGE next year. IGE is 
basically a program of attention for indi- 
vidual children in problem areas of 
learning, using teaching teams and In 
some coses open space classrooms with 
walls dividing adjoining rooms removed. 


To establish the program'for the three 


additional grades, the board approved 
spending $24,000 for renovation of Hano- 
ver School. 


TIIE BOARD also approved spending 


$27,600 for staff increases and $2390 for 
educational materials. These are above 
the normal costs of operating the three 
grades, estimated at $268,110 using an 
average cost per child figure. 


Board approval of the expansion was 


not unanimous, but the board member 
most vocal in objecting to the expansion 
did vote hi favor of it. 


Gordon Thorcn qucstlond the expansion 


' at this time, saying when he first voted 
in favor of IGE as a pilot program for 
the lower three grades, it was understood 
it would be evaluated before It was ap- 
plied to any additional classes. While lie 
expected the present third-graders would 
need to continue with IGE in fourth 
grade, he admonished administrators 
"don't sell me on why it should go to 
fifth and sixth." He later voted for the 
expansion. 


Robert Summcrfield, principal of Han- 


ver School, objected to expanding the 
program to fourth grade only, saying it 
would not serve the necessary purpose. 
"The program to me is a complete suc- 
cess," said Summcrfield. Failure to ap- 
prove the expansion now would be "only 
delaying the inevitable," he said, pre- 
dicting the district eventually will have 
IGE In all schools where it Is physically 
possible. "We can't afford the luxury of 
not having it district-wide," he said. 


SUMMERFIELD has already ordered 


40 fourth-grade mathematics books for 
third graders In the IGE classes. They 
already had finished the third grade 
books and were ready to move on. This 
is the first year he has had more than a 


few children ready for the next grade 
level books at this point in the year, he 
said. 


Board member Adam Jelen disagreed 


with Summerficld's suggestion the pro- 
gram will become district wide in its 
present form. "We could not in our pre- 
sent form of getting money carry this out 
district-wide. In my opinion, we would 
have to water it down to carry It through 
the district," he said. 


Board Pros. DIannc Marks said the 


board first talked about evaluating IGE 
after three years. To obtain a three-year 
history with the present third-graders, 
the program must be expanded, she said. 


"This Is not expansion, this is correct- 


ing a mistake," she suggested. Miss 
Marks also predicted the program will 
never be used district-wide In its formal 
structure, but said the district would 
"learn a lot from it."

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15,000 protest signing'death warrant91 for unborn babies

The church bells seemed to be chiming 


• death knell, a mournful, ominous, 
warning sound signifying the world 
miaht soon come to an abrupt end. 


The bells clanged as clergymen of sev- 


eral faiths propheslted a doomed society 
of heathens bent on the destruction of all 
that Is sacred to civilized man. 


They were preaching from a makeshift 


pulpit to more than 15,000 persons who 
took up most of the standing room that 
comprises the mall of the Civic Center 
Plaza In Chicago. 


And while the ringing of the church 


bells somewhere In the distance coin- 
cided with the chastizing of the U S Su- 


prcme Court's recent pro-abortion stand 
it provided a dramatic backdrop to Sat- 
urday's pro-life rally. 


IT WAS ESTIMATED that up to 2,000 


persons from the Northwest suburbs rode 
rented buses or Joined car pools to attend 
the march and ceremony sponsored by 
several right to life committees whose 
concerted efforts brought an assemblage 
of religious and medical leaders and con- 
cerned citizens. 


The mass protest was the first of Its 


kind in the nation since the Supreme 
Court's Jan 22 ruling that struck down 
atate laws, Including the one In effect In 
Illinois, that prohibit abortions during 
the first three months of pregnancy. Oth- 


er rallies are scheduled later In Washing- 
ton D.C., St. Louis and Philadelphia. 


It was an emotion-laden activity Satur- 


day that brought persons from surround- 
ing states to make themselves heard and 
seen. Particularly stirring were the 
many banners proclaiming that "abor- 
tion is morally wrong" and constitutes 
"murder." 


"Woman Has a Right To Her Body Un- 


less There Is Someone Living In It," as- 
sorted one sign. 


"COULD YOU LIVE With Murder On 


Your Conscience?" asked a placard 
the same time. 


"The Unborn. Must They Die?" que- 


ried a third banner. 


"Richard Speck Lives Why Can't We?" 


pleaded another message with a picture 
of several babies on It. 


The speakers were equally moving in 


their arguments that abortion is nothing 
more than "the slaughter of Innocent 
babies and a hideous crime, whether or1 
not abortion Is legal or Illegal." 


"ALL HUMAN LIFE is given by God 


and Is, therefore, sacred and cannot be 
taken with impugnlty," said one clergy- 
man. "The Roman Catholic Church Is not 
the only group in the country opposed'to 
abortion. Jews and Christians are too," 
ho said. 


"Just because of this ruling five mil- 


lion unborn babies, five million fellow 


Americans, will be killed in the first year 
of the Supreme Court ruling," warned 
another cleric while holding up a life-size 
model of a 3-monuVoId fetus. 


"Doctors throughout the country are 


now waiting to turn on their suction ma- 
chines to kill babies for the bargain rate 
of $125," he continued. "That's $625 mil- 
lion In gross receipts. We cannot say, 
'Father, forgive them for they know not 
what they do,' because these medical 
prostitutes know what they are doing." 


"After 200 years we have become a 


Pagan country," said a doctor speaking 
out against abortion. "To every woman 
involved in a pregnancy we ask her to 


choose life. Adoption is better than dis- 
memberment. There are better alterna- 
tives to abortion." 


••SIX MONTHS AGO the Suprems 


Court killed the death penalty," said an- 
other speaker. "Now they have signed a 
death warrant for millions of babies." He 
then listed the names of each of the sev- 
en justices who voted in the majority 
(two justices voted against) and each 
name was booed. One woman in the au- 
dience, when she heard the name of Jus- 
tice William Brennan, exclaimed, "Let's 
excommunicate him!"

Public works picks areas 
of village for repaying 


Slightly more than 12 miles of village 


streets have been selected by the Mount 
Prospect Public Works Commission for 
repaying under the 1973 street mainte- 
nance program. 


The list approved by the committee 


differs significantly from an earlier list 
proposed by Village Engineer Leonard 
II. Dlckc. Over six miles of changes were 
made by the committee. 


The committee's list, which must be 


approved later by the whole tillage 
board, Includes repaying In these areas: 
Brlckman Manor, 1st Addition; Forest 
Manor Unit No. 2; Elk Ridge Villa Units 
N.M. 1 to S; portions of S. Louis, S. Owen, 
S. School, E. Sha-Bonee, S. Elm and 
Maple. 


The $250,000 project that will cover 12 


miles also includes a "north section" 
which consists of sections of Highland 
Avenue, Memory Lane, Gregory, Isa- 
bella, Thaycr, Henry, Emerson, Maple, 
School, Owen, William, Louis and Ed- 
ward. 


THE NORTH SECTION was one of two 


sections added to Dlckc's list. The sec- 
tion will Involve 3.6 miles of repaying. 
The other added section was 2 6 miles In 
Forest Manor Unit No. 2. 


Most of the Forest Manor street work 


was taken from that proposed by Dlckc 
for the Brlckman Manor 1st Addition. 
The lattor's mileage was reduced from 
five miles to 2 2 miles by the committee.

maintenance program. 


WHEN DICKE submitted his report 


and recommendations to the village 
board Jan. 9, he said he was trying to 
present a balanced program that would 
cover most areas of the village. But the 
public works committee and Village 
Mgr. Robert J. Eppley have indicated 
they feel the committee's list gives even 
more balance 


"We now have a better geographical 


spread," Eppley said. Link said the 
changes were made "so that many 
people can be served Instead of com- 
pleting a resurfacing project In one 
area." 


Last year IVt miles of streets were re- 


paved using the Cutler method, in which 
the old road surface is scrapped up, mix- 
ed with new material and then rclald. 
Funding comes from the village's share 
in the Illinois Motor Fuel Tax Fund re- 
bates. 


The public works committee also gave 


approval to two other MFT fund proj- 
ects They agreed to extend the widening 
of Lincoln Street westward to South Ken- 
Hworth Avenue. 


The other project Is to place a new sur- 


face on George and Albert streets and 
"appropriate cross streets" 
In the

Bargaining 
rights bill 
backed here 


Proposed state legislation that would 


permit public employes to bargain col- 
lectively, but prohibit srlkes, Is getting 
favorable response from Mount Prospect 
village officials and the village's first 
public employe union. 


The bill, submitted last week by Sen. 


Bradley M. Glass, IWst, would permit 
collective bargaining for all public em- 
ployes except those working for the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority (they are covered 
by the Metropolitan Transit Authority 
Act). The bill would outlaw strikes but it 
would call for binding, third-party arbi- 
tration on all issues except those where 
legislative action is required. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tel- 


chert pointed out that the proposed bill 
closely follows a resolution passed in Oc- 
tober, 1971, by the village board. 


"We passed a similar resolution and 


tried to get the Illinois Municipal League 
to adopt it but it failed substantially," 
Tcichert said. He added that he felt the 
rural communities in the state were op- 
posed to any form of unionization. 


As for the newly proposed law, Tci- 


chert said, "I can hardly comment but 
favorably." 


TEICHERT IS hoping that the village 


board will include binding, third party 
arbitration is a public employe bargain- 
ing ordinance that they are currently 
considering. The ordinance will be dis- 
cussed at tomorrow night's board meet- 
ing, but will probably take another two 
weeks to be passed. 


Two alternates are included in the 


draft of the ordinance. One is binding ar- 
bitration, the other is advisory, third-par- 
ty mediation. In both versions, strikes 
would be outlawed and those employes 
engaging in them would be subject to 
fines or dismissal. 


Warren Fischer, head of the local 


chapter of the Combined Counties Police 
Association, said his group is firmly In 
favor of binding arbitration. The CCPA 
is now negotiating policemen's wages 
and benefits for the first time with the 
village. 


Although no Illinois state statutes spec- 


ifically forbid collective bargaining by 
public employes, there are no laws spec- 
ifically permitting such bargaining ei- 
ther. However, several long-standing Illi- 
nois court rulings have ruled against the 
right to strike for public employes.

"It just goes to show what you can 


do." ho said. 


Federal officials cracked the ring last 


fall when Richard J. Kuncy, 37, of Sacra- 
mento. Calif., sold three kilograms of he- 
roin to an ODLEA agent at the DCS 
Plaincs Holiday Inn, Mannheim Road 
and Touhy Avenue. 


None of the ring members named lived 


In DCS Plalnes. "This is a very mobile 
operation. The people came from all 
over. One place they chose for dis- 
tribution was the Chicago area — DCS 
Plalnei and Elgin," Filzslmmons said. 


OTHER CITIES where the drugs were 


sold Included Los Angeles, Indianapolis 
and Hammond. Ind., and Phoenix, Ariz.. 


The Des Plalncs heroin sale ted to a 


tie-In with Indiana drug traffic, Fltzslm- 
mons said. 


ODLEA agents had arrested Richard 


Maxwell, 30, of Indianapolis, Ind., one of 
those Indicted and an alleged ring mem- 
ber, for an earlier drug sale. "At that 
time, we didn't realize the tie-In between 
Maxwell and the others," FlUslmmons 
said. 


The ring started three years ago In 


South Vietnam, he said. "At that time 
there were two or three members."

the boundary," said George Coney, gen- 
eral chairmen of the committee. "And 
once we've decided on a possible bound- 
ary, then comes the time to say 'Do we 
want a unit district?'" 


The five boundary proposals are: 
• An Elk Grove Village unit, formed 


by splitting the present Dist. 59 along the 
Northwest Tollway. 


• A unit of the present boundaries of 


Dist. 59. 


• A unit of the attendance boundaries 


of the four southern high schools In Dist. 
214; Elk Grove, Forest View, Rolling 
Meadows and Prospect High Schools. 


• Making Dist. 214 a unit district. 
• A unit of the attendance boundaries 


of three of the four southern 214 high 
schools; Elk Grove, Forest View and 
Prospect or Rolling Meadows. 


THE FIRST FOUR proposals were 


contained in a report drawn up two 
weeks ago by the steering committee, 
composed of chairmen of the group's five 
subcommittees. Dist. 59 Supt. James Er- 
viti, a unit district advocate, was present 
at the meeting. The last proposal came 
out of discussion at a meeting of the citi- 
zen's group last week where members 
discussed the pros and cons of each pro- 
posal. 


Nita Stamm, a member of the state 


and legal aspects subcommittee, said she 
objected to Erviti being present at the 
meeting since he was not a part of the 
steering committee. However, Coney 
stressed that "Erviti did not Join in any 
discussions of the boundaries." He also 
said Erviti had not been invited to the 
meeting. 


William Garvcy, a steering committee 


member, said the proposals in the report 
were the ones most often discussed by 
the entire committee in the past. 


Discussion of pros and cons came after • 


the committee voted overwhelmingly to 
continue Its feasibility study despite a 
recommendation from the state and legal 
aspects subcommittee to drop it. The ! 
subcommittee proposed 
the 
citizens 


group join with High School Dist 214 in a 
similar study. 


THE SUBCOMMITTEE also recom- 


mended that the Dist. 59,study be sus- 
pended until two court cases that could 
change the financing of unit and dual dis- 
' tricts are decided. The cases challenge 
the constitutionality of the disparities in 
financing. 


Coney said he favored continuing the 


study. He said if the court came out and 
declared that the current financing was 


. constitutional, "We could be losing $2.4 


million a year for a unit district based 
somewhat on Dist. 59 boundaries." 


The finance committee reported that . 


' Dist. 59 as a unit district would be en- 


titled to about $4.5 million of a 511 mil- 
lion cash surplus in Dist. 214. However, 


' the committee reported "a more realis- 


tic" estimate would bo $2.6 million. 


"I think we are concerned with trying to * 


evolve the best format for a unit district 
with Dist 59 in mind. I fall to see how 
cooperation in Dist 214 wiU benefit us. 
Dist. 214 can't have anything but an an- 
tagonistic attitude to a favorable report 
of our committee concerning unit dis- ' 
tricts," said James Sheldon, member of; 
the state and legal aspects subcom- 
mittee.

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15,000 protest signing 'death warrant" for unborn babies

The church bells seemed to be chiming 


• death knell, a mournful, ominous, 
warning lound signifying the world 
might soon come to an abrupt end. 


The bells clanged as clergymen of lev- 


eral faiths prophcslzed a doomed society 
of heathens bent on the destruction of all 
that Is sacred to civilized man. 


They were preaching from a makeshift 


pulpit to more-than 15,000 persons who 
look up most of the standing room that 
comprises the mall of the Civic Center 
Plaza In Chicago. 


And while the ringing of the church 


bells somewhere In the distance coin- 
cided with the chastizing of the U.S. Su- 


preme Court's recent pro-abortion stand 
It provided a dramatic backdrop to Sat- 
urday's pro-life rally. 


IT WAS ESTIMATED that up to 2,000 


persons from the Northwest suburbs rode 
rented buses or joined car pools to attend 
the march and ceremony sponsored by 
several right to life-committees whose 
concerted efforts brought an assemblage 
of religious and medical leaders and con- 
cerned citizens. 


The mass protest was the first of its 


kind In the nation since the Supreme 
Court's Jon. 22 ruling that struck down 
state laws, including the one in effect In 
Illinois, that prohibit abortions during 
the first three months of pregnancy. Oth- 


er rallies are scheduled later In Washing- 
ton D.C., St. Louis and Philadelphia. 


It was an emotion-laden activity Satur- 


day that brought persons from surround- 
ing states to make themselves heard and 
seen. Particularly stirring were the 
many banners proclaiming that "abor- 
tion Is morally wrong" and constitutes 
"murder." 


"Woman Has a Right To Her Body Un- 


less There Is Someone Living In It," as- 
serted one sign. 


"COULD YOU LIVE With Murder On 


Your Conscience?" 
asked a placard 


the same time. 


"The Unborn. Must They Die?" que- 


ried a third banner. 


"Richard Speck Lives Why Can't We?" 


pleaded another message with a picture 
of several babies on It. 


The speakers were equally moving in 


their arguments that abortion is nothing 
more than "the slaughter of Innocent 
babies and a hideous crime, whether or 
not abortion Is legal or Illegal" 


"ALL HUMAN LIFE Is given by God 


and Is, therefore, sacred and cannot be 
taken with tmpugnlty," said one clergy- 
man. "The Roman Catholic Church Is not 
the only group in the country opposed to 
abortion. Jews and Christians are too," 
he said. 


"Just because of this ruling five mil- 


lion unborn babies, five million fellow 


Americans, will be killed In the first year 
of the Supreme Court ruling," warned 
another cleric while holding up a life-size 
model of a 3-montb-old fetus. 


"Doctors throughout the country are 


now waiting to turn on their suction ma- 
chines to kill babies for the bargain rate 
of $129," he continued. "That's $625 mil- 
lion In gross receipts. We cannot say, 
'Father, forgive them for they know not 
what they do,' because these medical 
prostitutes know what they are doing." 


"After 200 years we have become a 


Pagan country," said a doctor speaking 
out against abortion. "To every woman 
Involved in a pregnancy we ask her to 


choose life. Adoption is better than dls- • 
memberment. There are better alterna- 
tives to abortion." 


"SIX MQNTIIS AGO .the Supreme ' 


Court killed the death penalty," said an- : 
other speaker. "Now they have signed a ; 
death warrant for millions of babies." He 
then listed the names of each of the sev- - 
en- justices who voted in the majority > 
(two justices voted against) and each 
name was booed. One woman in the au-. 
dlence, when she heard the name of Jus- • 
Uce William Brennan, exclaimed, "Let's . 
excommunicate him!"

Ivy Hill multiple-family 
units will be built: attorney 


Residents of the Ivy Hill subdivision in 


Arlington Heights likely will be faced 
with a multi-family development near 
their home, regardless of the decision of 
village officials on annexing the proper- 
ty, according to tho attorney for one 
prospective developer. 


Joseph Ashe, attorney for the Mclster- 


Nclberg Development Corp., says if tho 
SO-ocre site cost of Ivy Hill Is not devel- 
oped in Arlington Heights, it probably 
will be developed In Wheeling or be re- 
zoned in unincorporated Cook County. 


Not only would the property be devel- 


oped outside Arlington Heights, but It 
would almost certainly carry a higher 
density project than now proposed, Asbe 
said. 


RESIDENTS OF Ivy Hill have ob- 


jected to plans for townhouse and con- 
dominium apartment units on tho proper- 
ty which they say would be Incompatible 
with their single-family neighborhood. 


Ashe, however, says the cost of the 


property and the cost of Improving It are 
too high for single-family building. "The 
property will never bo developed all 
single family. It's just too uneconomic- 
al," he said. 


In order for the property to become 


contiguous to tho Village of Wheeling, 


and thereby eligible for annexation, the 
Commonwealth Edison Co. would have to 
allow annexation of Its right-of-way. 


As It sits now, that unincorporated 


right-of-way is a barrier to Wheeling's 
annexation of the SO-acro parcel. 


IVY HILL homeowners' spokesman 


Robert Rcnncr and Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson both say they think Wheeling's 
annexation of the right-of-way Is a re- 
mote possibility. 


However, Ashe says It probably could 


bo accomplished very easily. "All we'd 
have to do is say we're going to build an 
all-electric development," he said. 


Mcister-Nelberg is proposing a devel- 


opment plan with a density of seven 
units per acre. But If they abandon their 
plans or are turned down by the Village 
of Arlington Heights, some other devel- 
oper will build in Wheeling or unincorpo- 
rated Cook County probably at a density 
of 17 units per acre, Ashe says. 


"I already know of other clients that 


would be Interested In the property," he 
said. 


"If Arlington Heights can get a quality 


development nt seven units per acre In- 
stead of 17, they'd be foolish, I think, to 
turn their backs on tho project" 


RENNER DISPUTES the contention 


that the price of the land and improve- 
ments will not permit single-family de- 
velopment 


"The price of land is whatever it will 


bring on the open market and this is 
largely a factor of how it's zoned," he 
said. 


Renncr also says tho density of the 


Meister-Nelberg proposal comes closer to 
10 units per acre rather than seven, 
when 17 acres of unbulldable flood-plain 
land is subtracted from tho 50-acre par- 
cel. 


As for development In unincorporated 


Cook County, Renner points out that such 
a project would have to rely on Its own 
water and sewer systems — a consid- 
erable expense to the builder. 


But Ashe says he believes It is only a 


matter of time before cities and. villages 
will be required by law to extend water 
and sewer systems to unincorporated de- 
velopments in order to qualify for federal 
and state funds. 


The ultimata fate of Mclster-Nelbcrg's 


building plan rests first with the Arling- 
ton Heights Plan Commission and ulti- 
mately with the village board. It would 
appear, however, that the final devel- 
opment of the property could extend 
much farther. 


200 donate to village blood program 


More than 200 persons donated blood 


yesterday during the first drawing for 
the Arlington Heights blood replace- 
ment program. 


The blood drawing was held at the Ar- 


lington High School cafeteria and lines of 
donors began to form at 10 a.m. yester- 
day when volunteers from tho Illinois 
National Guard, 202nd headquarters divi- 
sion stationed at the Nike site, contrib- 
uted under the group plan. Residents 
were scheduled for donations throughout 
tho day. 


During 1973 village residents must con- 


tribute 2,800 pints of blood (4 per cent of 
the population) In order for all village 
residents to be guaranteed a free, unlim- 
ited supply of bjood. Tho goal of the first 
drawing was 330 pints. 


"I'm very optimistic that this blood 


program Is going to be successful. We've 
had very good response from the public 


and local churches and businesses," said 
Michael L. Silvcrman, chairman of the 
blood assurance committees. 


BESIDES THE 200 people who gave 


blood yesterday, blood has been donated 
in mini-drives by village employes and 
members of St. Johns United Church of 
Christ. 


"The only problem we're having, 


which Is keeping our total lower than I'd 
like to see It, Is that some people have 
pledged to give blood but when they get 
here find out they can't give," said Sll- 
vermnn. 


Included In reasons that people have 


been rejected are low Iron count, high 
blood pressure, eating fatty foods less 
than four hours before their appointment 
to give and exposure to hepatitis and ma- 
laria. 


According to Frank Charlclon, head of 


the health department, of 66 village em- 
ployes who pledged to donate blood only 
46 were qualified. 


IF THE GOAL is not reached during 


the eight yearly tabulations, the blood 
donor and his family will still be assured 
of a free, unlimited supply of blood. Also 
if 20 per cent of any business or organi- 
zation donate blood, all of tho employes 
or members and their families will still 
be covered. 


So far, 13 village organizations have 


pledged to donate a pint of blood from 20 
per cent of their employes under the 
group plan. 


Participating hospitals Include North- 


west Community Hospital, Arlington 
Heights, Holy Family Hospital, DCS 
Plalnes, Lutheran General Hospital, 
Park Ridge; and Alcxlan Brothers Medi- 
cal Center, Elk Grovo Village. 


THE GIFT OF LIFE for everyone in 
Arlington Hoighti it the goal of the 
village blood roplacomonet program, 
which will require participation by 4 
per cent of village residents during 


the year. Of the 2,800 pints of blood 
needed, about 350 have already 
baen given. Michael Silverman, chair- 
man of the blood assurance com- 
mittee, was one of the first to give.

An avalanche killed 10 West German 


skiers in the Austrian Tyrol and another 
German skier died in a snowslide in 
western Austria. Snow roared down the 
Kirschspltze mountain in the Tyrolian- 
lertal, burying members of a 25-man 
group of Bavarian ski tourists. Rescue 
parties dug out 10 bodies and two Injured 
persons before nightfall.

Heroin smugglers 
called 'amateurs' 


Members of on alleged $2 million he- 


roin smuggling ring indicted last week 
were described as "amateurs" Friday by 
a top federal drug official. 


Sixteen persons were named in the In- 


d'ctmentJ, which pinpointed DCS Plalncs 
as a distribution point for the ring. 


"It's Interesting that most members of 


this group are amateurs," said J. Mi- 
chael Fltzslmmons, regional director of 
the Office For Drug Abuse Law Enforce- 
ment. "There arc no professional crime 
figures, no names you would recognize In 
the list." 


"It Just goes to show what you can 


do," ho said. 


Federal officials cracked the ring last 


fall when Richard J. Kuncy, 37, of Sacra- 
mento, Calif., sold three kilograms of he- 
roin to an ODLEA agent at the DCS 
Plalncs Holiday Inn, Mannheim Road 
and Touhy Avenue. 


None of the ring members named lived 


In DCS Plalnes. "This is a very mobile 
operation. The people came from all 
over. One place they chose for dis- 
tribution was the Chicago area — DCS 
Plalncs and Elgin," Fitzslmmons said. 


OTIIHIt CITIES where the drugs were 


sold included Los Angeles, Indianapolis 


and Hammond, 1ml., and Phoenix, Ariz. 


The Des Plalncs heroin sale led to a 


tie-In with Indiana drug traffic, Fltzslm- 
mons said. 


ODLEA agents had arrested Richard 


Maxwell, 30, of Indianapolis, Ind., one of 
those Indicted and an alleged ring mem- 
ber, for an earlier drug sale. "At that 
time, we didn't realize the tie-In between 
Maxwell and the others," Fltzslmmons 
said. 


The ring started three years ago In 


South Vietnam, he said. "At that time 
there were two or three members." 


The original group included civilians, 


employed by N. H. A. Inc., of Ft. Worth, 
Tex., a firm that services military hel- 
icopters. Ring organizers began smuggl- 
ing heroin Into the U. S. in television pic- 
ture tubes built jn South, Vietnam. The 
tubes were shipped into (he U. S. via Mil- 
itary Assistance Command shuttle flights 
to California. 


The Indictments, returned by a federal 


grand jury in Chicago, name 11 Ameri- 
cans, four India nationals nnd a Viet- 
namese woman and allcgo that the con- 
spiracy began in October, 1071. About 


\ 7.65 pounds of heroin, DO per cent pure, 
' was smuggled Into the U. S, by the ring, 


the Indictments charge.

"Sex" became a dictionary exercise 


Friday as equal rights for women was 
halfheartedly debated during a meeting 
of the Regular Republican Organization 
of Schaumburg Township. 


State Representatives Robert S. Juck- 


ctt R-14th and Henry Hyde, R-lCth, spoko 
In opposition of the proposed equal rights 
amendment to the constitution, now be- 
fore the Illinois General Assembly for 
ratification. 


Juckctt and Hyde called the amend- 


ment itself confusing Hyde said use of 
the word "sex" In tho amendment makes 
It mean many things. 


Proponents of (lie equal rights amend- 


ment were State Representatives Giddy 
Dyer R-tlst of Hinsdalc and Bradley 
Glass, R-lst Northfield. 


"Depending on who you ask, sex is a 


lot of things," Hyde said. "In the dic- 
tionary, it's described as sexual grat- 
ification, the distinction or division of or- 
ganisms distinguished as male or female 
or anything connected with tho urge for 
reproduction. 


"NOW I AM NOT ABOUT TO support 


something that Is that vague," Hyde 
said. 


The amendment as proposed reads 


"Equality of rights under the law shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any state on account of 
sex." 


Rep. Dyer, called tho amendment 


simple and the only means by which 
equality for all could be a reality. 


She urged those present not to confuse 


the amendment calling for women's 
rights, with woman's lib movements. 
"The amcndmcnct will liberate but it 
will liberate both men and women," said 
Rep. Dyer. 


IN THE legal sense women arc non- 


persons when they marry and two be- 
come one, tho one they become Is him," 
said Rep. Dyer. 


She said the amendment will not affect 


private lives and social customs as Hyde 
and Juckctt said It might. 


Rep. Dyer said it would not take wom- 


en out of the home but would give dignity 
to the important roles of mother and 
housewife.

' "Men don't object to women staying 
home and lifting a 50-pound child, loads 
of wash or the garbage cans or working 
all night staying up with a sick child," 
she pointed out. 


JUCKETT INSISTED he was not 


against equal rights for women just how 
they are going about it. Take it a law at 
a time he urged, as he Insisted there 
were not that many lows in the statute 
Uiat discriminated by sex. 


For emphasis, he asked a young lady 


in the audience, one of his aides, to bring 
up a set of Illinois state statute books. 


As she set the carton of volumes on the 


table Juckctt challenged Dyer to state 
how many of the statutes directly dis- 
criminated against her. 


"120," said Dyer, "and If you wiU give 


me some time I'll elaborate." 


Those in the audience gave equal ap- 


plause to arguments for equal rights for 
women and discrimination between the 
sexes. 


AFTER THE DEBATE Juckctt and 


Hyde pledged to give legal aid to any 
woman who feels she has been dis-
